Simpson, former husband of the 
Duchess of Windsor, today  con- 
firmed reports that he would marry 
Mrs. Mary Kirk Raffray. 

Mrs. Raffray obtained a divorce 
at Reno, Nev., today from Jacques 
A, L. Raffray, an insurance broker 
and former French Army officer, 
whom she charged with cruelty. 

“Yes, we'll be married,” said 
Simpson. He said the ceremony 
would be within a few weeks, at a 
place not yet decided upon, and 
that they would go to London soon 
afterward to live. 

Mrs. Raffray has been a friend 
of the Duchess of Windsor for 
many years. She was her brides- 
paaedd when the latter was married 
to her first husband, Lieut. Earl 
Winfield Spencer. Mrs. Raffray 
later introduced the then Mrs. 
Spencer to Simpson. 

Raffray also is reportedly plan- 
ning another marriage. Mrs. Con- 
nie de Bower has been in Reno for 
a few weeks, establishing residence 
to divorce Herbert de Bower. After 
her decree is granted later’ this 
month, she plans to be married to 
Raffray. 


PREMIER CLOSES ALLEGED 
MONTREAL COMMUNIST PAPER 


“Just the Beginning of Our Activ- 
ities,” Official Tells Canadian 
Labor Unions. 

QUEBEC, Nov. 9 — (Canadian 


Press)—The Montreal plant of the 
French-language newspaper La 
Clarte (the Light) was closed by 
Premier Maurice Duplessis today 
under the provincial padlock law 
which is designed to smother 
sources of Communist literature. 

“Today’s closure is just the be- 
ginning of our activities,” the Pre- 
mier, an outspoken opponent of 
Communism, told representatives of 
Canadian labor unions, urging them 
to clean out their organization. He 
said Communists were slipping into 
unions. 

The Premier said he ordered the 
newspaper offices and printing 
plant closed acting in his capacity 
as Attorney-General of the Prov- 
ince, and all available issues of the 
paper seized. 

Communist sources in Montreal 
said La Clarte was not an organ of 
the party. A week ago students of 
the University of Montreal pro- 
tested to the Mayor of Montreal 
against Comntunist meetings and 
asked that the paper be barred 
from publication because of Com- 
munist utterances attributed to it. 


11,000, T0 RETURN TO WORK 
AT HUDSON AUTO PLANT 


Detroit Plant Closed by Dispute 
Over Layoff of 8 Men, to 
Reopen Today.

MULLANPHY FUND 
$98,000 IN 24 
SHRINKS $00 00 


New Appraisal of ‘Assets 
Puts Value of Realty at 
$351,000, With Income 
on This of $3000. 


BONDS HELD ARE 
WORTH $137,000 


Board Reduces Salaried 
Staff and Will Attempt 
to Get Better Yield Out 
of Property. 


An appraisal of the holdings of 
the 86-year-old Mullanphy Emi- 
grant and Travelers’ Relief Fund, 
completed under the direction of 
the new Mullanphy Board, has 
“shattered the myth of the rich 
Mullanphy Fund,” William C. Con- 
nett, chairman of the board, said 
today to a Post-Dispatch reporter. 


Connett, a vice-president of the 
First National Bank, said the ap- 
praisal had shown the real estate 
belonging to the fund to be worth 
$351,000, but that the net income 
of this realty, in the past year, had 
been only about $3000. 

“The fund also has $137,000 of 
gocd bonds,” Connett said, “and 
that, with the realty, 1s all that it 
has—a total of $488,000 value, of 
which the greater part is compara- 
tively unproductive.” 

In August, 1929, the fund’s as- 
sets were valued at $988,545, but 
counsel for heirs, who made an un- 
successful effort to obtain the fund, 
at that time were estimating the 
value at $1,500,000. 

Value Carried on Books. 

The appraisal was ordered after 
the present board, taking charge 
last August, found the Fund's 
carried on the Dosier at eee ROS 
valuation, and learned of-the small 
return from the land and build- 
ings. Much of the realty is in the 
section north of Franklin avenue 
and east of Tenth street. The board 
last month made a sharp reduction 
in its salaried administrative staff. 

Connett said today that the board 
would endeavor to put its realty 
assets On a productive basis as soon 
as possible. At the same time, the 
board is endeavoring to learn the 
best use to which its income, when 
ascertained and stabilized, can be 
put. ; 
Miss Bertha McCall, general di- 
rector of the National Association 
for Travelers’ Aid and Transient 
Service, was at the Fund office to- 
day, following a conference with 
the board yesterday. Miss McCall, 
who is on her way to the Pacific 
Coast, said that a staff associate of 
the national organization, Robert 
S. Wilson, New York social worker, 
would come here within a few days 
to make a survey of the field of 
work open to the board. 

Established in 1851. 

The Mullanphy Fund, established 
by the will of Bryan Mullanphy, 
who died in 1851, was for the assist- 
ance of emigrants passing through 
St. Louis to make their home in the 
West. Since such migration has 
ceased, the courts have liberalized 
the restrictions on the fund, and it 
can now be used for other transient 
relief needs. Edmund Burke, insur- 
ance general agent, and Walter C. 
Guels, lawyer, are Connett’s associ- 
ates on the present board, an un- 
salaried body named by the Mayor.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 9.—Peace 


negotiators of the American Fed- 
eration of Labor and the Commit- 
tee for Industrial Organization 
agreed tentatively today that the 
industrial type of organization shall 


prevail in a group of industries 
where the industrial unions have 


predominated. 

As discussions were resumed, 
leaders of both camps said, how- 
ever, a definite list of the fields in 
which the C I O would have exclu- 


sive jurisdiction had not been pre-4 
pared. 

George Harrison, chairman of the 
A. F. of L. conferees, said, “there 
is not much difficulty in spotting 
coal mining, for example.” 

Charles P. Howard, C I O secre- 
tary, said the textile industry “pre- 
sents a little different problem” be- 
cause the conferees had to decide 
whether their agreement in that 
field would affect only manufactur- 
ing -points, or whether it would ex- 
tend to producers. 

Howard expressed the opinion 
that if an agreement in all fields is 
reached, it will be sent to a joint 
RO of B20 T Océnvention for rat- 
ification. He recalled, however, 
that “the other side says it has 
power to negotiate here—that is 
what they say.” 

The negotiators plunged imme- 
diately today into a discussion of 
the advisability of referring to sub- 
committees the particularly diffi- 
cult problems of assigning indus- 
tries to one or the other type of or- 
ganization. 

Harrison reported yesterday that 
the conference “made a lot of 
progress today.” 

After a three-hour session, Har- 
rison told reporters the meeting 
had been devoted entirely to dis- 
cussion of the question of which in- 
dustries should have industrial and 
which craft unions. This is the 
basic issue of differences between 
the A. F. of L. and the CIO. 

The CIO has been an exponent 
of industrial unions, in which all 
workmen of a particular industry 
could be organized in one union. 
The A. F.. of L. primarily has spon- 
sored unions in which the mémbers 
are enrolled by crafts. 


ITALY PROTESTS AGAINST 


FRENCH SLURS ON ARMY 


Newspaper Articles Belittling Ital- 
ian Troops Cited by Military 
Attache. 

By the Associated Press. 

PARIS, Nov. 9.—The Italian Mili- 
tary Attache, Gen. Sebastiano Pras- 
ca, protested to the French Army 
General Staff today against newspa- 
per articles making light of the 
worth of Fascist soldiers and gen- 
erals. 

An Italian Embassy spokesman 
said Gen. Prasca received satisfac- 
tion and the incident was. closed. 
French officers promised to relay 
the protest to the French Govern- 
ment. 

French officials pointed out, how- 
ever, that the press was free in 
France and the Government was 
unable to control articles like those 
recently, which recalled the Italian 
defeat on the Guadalajara front 
(Spanish civil war) and declared 
the Italian army would prove no 
opposition for the French in case of 
war. 


NEW LORD MAYOR OF LONDON 
SWORN IN AMID PAGEANTRY 


Sir Harry Edward Augustus Twy- 
ford Rides in Coach at Head 
of Procession of Floats.

JAPAN HAS OBJECTED

to Name Italy as One 
of Powers to Meet To- 
kio’s Representatives.

BRUSSELS, Nov. 9.—Foreign 


Minister Maxim Litvinov, Russian 
delegate to the Brussels conference 
seeking an end to the Chinese-Jap- 
anese war, announced suddenly to- 
day that he is leaving for Moscow 
tonight. ee. 

Litvinov’s departure generally is. 
regarded as a protest against a 
move which he thinks i¢'under way 
to eliminate Russia from confer- 
ence activities,. particularly from 
conferences of committees. Such 
a move to exclude Russia presum- 
ably would be an effort to placate 


Japan. 
Litvinov leaves Viadimir Potem- 
kin, Russian Ambassador to 


France, to represent the Soviets. 


Japan Had Opposed Russia. 
Japanese anofficially have made 


clear here that they would ex- 
change information about the Chi- 
nese conflict with signatories of 
the nine-Power treaty, but not with 
outsiders. Russia, not a signatory 
to the treaty which pledges respect 
for China’s territorial integrity, was 
invited to the conference because 
of her important interests in the 
Far East. 
The Litvinov bolt is all the more 
sensational because British Foreign 
Secretary Anthony Eden already 
has returned from London for con- 
tinued conference sessions, and 
French Foreign Minister Yvon Del- 
bos is coming tonight. 
It was reported Litvinov was in- 
censed particularly over any plan 
to name Italy to membership on a 
proposed conciliation committee 
and to ignore Russia. Russian re- 
sentment has been heightened by 
Italian adherence to the German- 
Japanese pact against Bolshevism. 
It was understood that the Unit- 
ed States delegation will insist 
upon including the Netherlands on 
the committee, if it now is decided 
to name Belgium, England, the 
United States, France and Italy. 


Davis Talks With Litvinov. 


Norman H. Davis, head of the 
United States delegation, discussed 
the situation with Litvinov at 
lunch, 

The session scheduled for today 
was postponed until tomorrow, 
when Eden, who had intended to 
red from London, was delayed by 
og. 

Both British and American dele- 
gations said they had news from 
Tokio that Japan’s answer to a 
week-end request for an exchange 
of views looking toward settlement 
of the war could not be expected 
for several days. 

Japan, a signatory of the nine-

China, under which the Brussels 
conference was convoked, declined 
to attend when Russia accepted a 
later invitation, Japanese spokes- 
men said the action was an addi- 
tional barrier to Japanese partici- 
pation. 

Invited to Smaller Parley. 

In a note the conference asked 
whether Tokio would be willing to 
name envoys to discuss the war 
with representatives “of a smaller 
group of powers” than the 19 par- 
ticipating at Brussels. That possi- 
bly would eliminate Russia.

HUSBAND KILLS WIFE. 


AND MAN WITH ER} 


Air Terminal Head Tells Po- 
lice ‘Other Man’ Had Been 
His Best Friend. 


By the Associated Press. 

GLENDALE, Cal., Nov. 9.—Paul 
Wright, 38 years old, president of 
the Union Air Terminal, shot and 
killed his wife, Evelyn, and then 
fatally wounded John Bryant Kim- 
mel, airport traffic manager, early 
today when, he told _ police, he 
found his wife and Kimmel to- 


gether in his fine home in Verdugo 
Vista. Wright and .Kimmel had 
been old friends. 

The shooting occurred at 4:10 a. 
m., shortly after Wright and Kim- 
mel returned from Hollywood 
where they participated in an in- 
itiation ceremony of the O. B. 
Club, an organization of aviators. 
Kimmell died in a hospital shortly 
after noon. 

Wright Calls Police. 

Wright called police immediately 
after the shooting, Chief of Police 
E. B. Browne said. 

He told police he had gone to his 
bedroom for a short nap and when 
he returned to the living room he 
found Kimmel and his wife sitting 
on the piano bench in an embrace. 

“Everything went white,” he 
said. “I went to the bedroom, got 
my pistol dut of a dresser drawer, 
and shot them.” 

Chief Browne quoted Wright as 
saying he and Kimmel had visited 
several of Hollywood’s night spots 
after the initiation at the Holly- 
wood. Athletic Club, and returned 
home shortly after midnight. 

“John and I sat before the fire 
in the living room and had some 
more drinks,” he said, “and then I 
went to my bedroom to take a short 
nap. When I came out I saw them 
sitting on the piano bench making 
love.” 

Wright told police his wife smiled 
up at him when he came into the 
room, and then kissed Kimmel 
again. 

Goes to Meet Police. 

After the shooting he walked to 
Verdugo road, several blocks from 
the home, and met the police there, 
directing them to the house. 

Mrs, Wright was the daughter of 
Mr. and Mrs. J. E. McBride of De- 
troit, Mich. Wright came here from 
Milwaukee, Wis. 

An aviator in the World War, 
Wright has been connected with 
transport flying in recent years. 
He was with Trans-America and 
Stout Air Lines in the pioneer days 
of commercial aviation, and came 
here in October, 1935, to become 
president of Union Air Terminal, 
after serving as assistant to the 


president of United Air Lines in 


; Chicago. Mrs. Wright was 33 years 


old and Kimmel is 35.

Barricading themselves, 
600 of the isolated troops declared 
they would hold out to the death, 
They entered rows of Chinese 
shacks facing the boundary of the 
French concession and said only 
bombs or fire would force them out, 
If the detachment were attacked 
from the west or south, Japanese 
would be forced to fire into the 
French concession. 

To prevent further Japanese pen- 
etration of the Nantao district, the 
Chinese blew up bridges spanning 
a network of creeks and canals and 
set fire to buildings which might 
be used for military purposes. 
Japanese entering Nantao from 
the west after completing occupa- 
tion of the Hungjao area reached 
the Chinese Government’s Shanghai 
Bureau for Foreign Affairs at the 
southwestern border of the French 
concession. The invaders also oce 
cupied China’s great medical cen- 
ter, the Chungshan Hospital, to 
which the Rockefeller Foundation - 
has contributed. 


Japanese Advance to Lungwha. 
Japanese invasion of the south- 
western borders of the French con- 
cession converted the most exclu- 
sive foreign residential section of 
Shanghai into a war zone. The 
Shanghai American school, which 
houses at least 150 American chil- 
dren and refugee parents from oth- 
ef parts of China, is within a few 
hundred yards of the area occupied 
by the Japanese. 

Continuing their advances, Japa- 
nese army units reached Lungwha, 
south of Shanghai. A Japanese 
spokesman asserted the vanguard 
of Japanese forces moving along 
Siccawei Creek, which borders the 
French concession on the south, had 
reached a point opposite Pere Rob- 
ert road. 

Japanese troops were said to be 
pursuing about 2000 Chinese sol 
diers toward Tsingpu from Sung- 
kiang, 22 miles southwest of Shang- 
hai. 

Large numbers of Chinese sole 
diers entered the French concese- 
sion after laying down their arms,

IN SHANS! CAPITAL 


Many Die Rather Than Sur- 
render—Japanese Occupy 
All of City. 


By the AsSociated Press. 

PEIPING, Nov. 9.—The capture 
of Taiyuanfu, capital of Shansi 
Province, was reported today in a 
Japanese Army communique. 

The city has been under siege for 
several days by Japanese cavalry 
and mechanized forces which sur- 
rounded it after conquest of adja- 
cent plains country. 

Twenty-four hours of bitter street 
fighting preceded the occupation. 

The communique said not a single 
Chinese soldier escaped alive and 
that a large number from two 
Shansi divisions died rather than 
surrender. 

A Japanese spokesman said he 
believed Fu Tso-yi, former Suiyuan 
Governor, had commanded the de- 
fenders in their last stand. 

“TI admire those Chinese who died 
fighting,” he asserted. “It fits our 
own idea. Nowhere in North China 
have we encountered such obstinate 
resistance as in Shansi.” 


Japanese Planes Scouting or Bomb- 
ing Throughout Shantung. 
By the Associated Press. 

TSINAN, China, Nov. 9.—Squad- 
rons of Japanese planes were scout- 
ing or bombing today through 
Shantung Province. Observers 
thought the aerial operations pre- 
saged extension of the war into this 
prosperous and peaceful coastal 
province of China’s northeast. 

There were considerable troop 
movements on the northern front. 
Ten trainloads of Japanese soldiers 
arrived from Pingyuan. Japanese 
planes flew over Tsinan, the provin- 
cia] capital, several times, but 
dropped no bombs. 


BOSS PENDERGAST BACK HOME

Anti-Red Pact Does Not 
Violate Trade Agreement, 
Foreign Minister Tells So- 
viet Envoy. 


MOSCOW ATTACKS 
IT AS UNFRIENDLY 


Rome Holds There Is No 
Ground for Reprisal, as 
Treaty Is Not Aimed at 
Any Other Power.

ROME, Nov. 9. — The Italian 
Foreign Office announced last 
night that Russia had protested 
against Italy’s adherence to the 
-German-Japanese anti-Communist 
pact as “not friendly toward the 
Soviets.” . 

The communigue issued after 
Soviet Ambassador Boris Stein 
made an official call on Count 
Galeazzo Ciano, Foreign Minister, 
said Ciano “took note of the com- 
munication.” 

Stein told Ciano, the communi- 
que said, the Soviet Government 
considered the pact “contrary to the 
agreement of 1933 and regarded the 
Italian action as not friendly to- 
wards the Soviets.” 

Fascist officials had indicated 
earlier Italy had rejected protests 
against the Italian-German-Jap- 
anese anti-Communist pact which 
Russia made under the trade treaty 
binding Russia and Italy to friend- 
ly relations. 

They intimated that Count Ciano 
told Stein Russia had no ground 
for complaint, as the accord signed 
Saturday specifically stated it was 
directed against no other Power 
but solely against international 
Communism. 

As Stein sought official clarifica- 
tion of the pact’s meaning, Russian 
quarters hinted the Soviet might 
cut off the oil supplies now being 
sent to Italy. 

“Russia has no ground for re- 
prisal,” one Italian official said. 
“The pact can not affect our com- 
mercial treaty.” 

After spending 24 hours at Forli, 
in North Italy, Premier Mussolini 
returned to Rome. Officials said 
“he came back on schedule” and 
scouted reports the Russian move 
caused his return. 


European Democracies Uneasy 
Over Tri-Power Pact. 

LONDON, Nov. 9.—European de- 

mocracies showed a mounting un- 
easiness today over the anti-Com- 
munist alignment of Japan, Italy 
and . Markets in both 
“London and Paris were depressed 
Monday following Italy’s adherence 
Saturday to the accord between 
Berlin and Tokio. 

The isolationist London news- 
paper, the Daily Express, in a front 
page editorial warned: “If It Is 
1914 Over Again Keep Out!” 

The editorial argued that if 
Britain tied itself more closely to 
the Soviet Union and France— 
both of whom are linked defen- 
sively with Czechoslovakia—‘“Brit- 
ish citizens might find themselves 
fighting in trenches around Praha 
to keep 3,500,000 Germans by force 
inside the Czechoslovak state.” 

The liberal London Evening Star, 
commenting editorially, said yes- 
terday “it is known, for example, 
that Fascist Powers have high 
hopes of winning Brazil’s adhesion 
to the pact.” 

“If that happens, South Ameri- 
can politics, already a witch’s brew, 
will be furthered and bedeviled by 
a kind of 4intervention we are wit- 
nessing in Spain today and the 
Monroe Doctrine will inevitably 
drag in the United States. 

“Again, in Nazi propaganda, 
Czechoslovakia is often described 
as a Red state, a tool of Moscow. 
The dread of German intervention 
in Czechoslovakia hangs like a 
shadow over Europe. Will the pact

one day be invoked to justify an. 


invasion of Czechoslovakia?” 

The British sources, although ex- 
pressing doubt that the new trian- 
gular front would have much ef- 
fect in the Far East, said it in- 
creased Italian-German “nuisance 
value” in Europe. It was expected, 
among other things, to give mo- 
mentum to Germany’s campaign 
for restoration of colonies lost as 
a result of the World War. 

English »usiness firms with in- 
terests in the Orient were con- 
cerned by the possibility that J apan, 
if victorious in China, might at- 
tempt to give Italy and Germany 
trading rights to the exclusion of 
other nations. 

In Poland, diplomatic quarters 
disclosed that the Warsaw Govern- 
ment only a few weeks ago had 
declined to join the pact—much to 
the relief of Russia and Czecho- 
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slovakia. The entrance of Portugal 
into the anti-Communist front, 
however, was viewed in London as 
a “quite logical” possibility. 
Reichschancellor Hitler, speaking 
last night in Munich in celebration 
of the anniversary of the Nazis’ 
“beer cellar putsch,” proclaimed the 
power of the “great world political 
triangle.” 

“It is not built on three weak 
structures but of three states which 
are ready and determined to take 
eare of their rights and their in- 
terests,” Hitler said. 


Tokio Hears Voroshilov Is Hurry- 
ing to Siberia to Rebuild Army. 
By the Associated Press. 

TOKIO, Nov. 9. — Both foreign 
and Japanese observers were al- 
most unanimous today in the belief 
that Russian-Japanese relations 
were nearing the breaking point as 
reaction to recent strengthening of 
the anti-Comintern pact and fric- 
tion over fishing treaty negotia- 
tions. ; 

The Tokio newspaper Hochi re 
ported the Soviets were making 
Herculean efforts to bolster their 
Far Eastern army and that Marshal 
Klementi Voroshilov, Russia’s De- 
fense Commissar, was hurrying to 
Khabarovsk, Siberia, to engineer 
“a sweeping reformation” of the 
trans-Baikal forces. 

Dispatches to the newspaper from 
Viadivostok, Russia’s principal 
Pacific port, said that Voroshilov’s 
“report to the Kremlin regarding 
the strength of the Far Eastern 
army was expected finally to de- 
termine the decision in Moscow.” 
The Vladivostok sources said 
Russia had extended the term of 
service for Siberian troops and 
rushed others to that region. 
While Japanese forces in China 
are a mixture of men from hoth 
the active and reserve lists, it is 
reported that forces now being 
massed on the Russian-Manchou- 
kuan border are virtually 100 per 
cent from the active rofls. They 
have the best equipment available. 
A dispatch to the newspaper 
Asahi from Moscow said the Soviets 
were fanning anti-Japanism by 
slogans and resolutions. 

Reliable Soviet sources expressed 
belief that one of the principal 
reasons why Japan had not de- 
clared war on China was a possi- 
bility that the Chinese-Russian non- 
aggression pact contains a secret 
rider providing for Soviet military 
assistance. 

Observers repeated there were 
heavy shipments of munitions and 
airplanes to China from Russia by 
way of Outer Mongolia. 

Newspapers published details of 
what they called a new Chinese- 
French agreement whereby France 
would supply China with a huge loan 
in return for a promise that France 
could have Hainan Island later. 


China Won’t Renounce Pact With 
Russia, Dr. Koo Says. 
By the Associated Press. 

BRUSSELS, Nov. 9.—China will 
preserve its friendship with Soviet 
Russia and will not renounce it to 
join any group of Powers dominat- 
ed by a particular philosophy, Dr. 
V. K. Wellington Koo, China’s rep- 
resentative at the Nine-Power 
Treaty Conference, said today, in 
referring to reports from Berlin 
that a more satisfactory peace be- 
tween Japan and China might be 
achieved if China were to adhere 
the German-Japanese-Italian 
anti-Bolshevist pact. 

China recently signed a non-ag- 
gression pact with Russia. Dr. Koo 
said it contained no secret clauses. 
China, he said, wanted to keep the 
friendship of all nations, particular- 
ly its neighbors. 


SHIPS WARNED TO LOOK OUT

France Gets Report Loyalists Are

CHINESE GIVE UP 
SHANGHAI DEFENSE, 
FALL BACK WEST 
Continued From Page One. 


French armored cars rushed to the 
Siccawei mission district when 
about 200 Chinese soldiers who re- 
fused to surrender their arms tried 
to enter. They were blocked. 

Chinese were fleeing westward 

from Nanziang, 10 miles west of 
Shanghai, after firing the town, a 
Japanese spokesman said. Valuable 
machinery of the Japanese-owned 
Toyoda cotton mill was smashed 
there and thousands of bales of cot- 
ton were soaked with kerosene and 
set on fire. 
Japanese military authorities 
closed the war zone and the Cha- 
pei district to visitors and residents 
because the area was heavily mined 
and littered with hand grenades 
left by the Chinese. 

The foreign observers’ said 
Chinese were not defeated in their 
fight to hold positions south of 
Soochow Creek, but were forced to 
withdraw to avoid being cut off 
by the Japanese drive from _ the 
south against Sungkiang. 

The result of :«:tions on all 
Shanghai fronts, it was said, would 
transfer fighting some miles inland 
from the city, where Chinese 
would attempt to keep the invaders 
from reaching Nanking. 

Japanese planes bombarded 
Tsingpu, 20 miles west of Shanghai, 
destroying scores of houses. The 
“winter line” is in the Tsingpu 
vicinity. 

Retreating Forces Bombed. 

Other Japanese planes harassed 
the retreating Chinese forces, and 
Japanese shock troops attempted 
to wipe out stragglers. 

The Japanese faced only rear- 
guard action. An intense artillery 
and aerial bombardment of the 
Western Shanghai front preceded 
their advance which came as rapid- 
ly as scouting parties became as- 
sured that the Chinese had left the 
area virtually undefended. 

The Chinese forces began their 
orderly, quiet retreat shortly after 
midnight. Japanese, apparently, 
did not learn of the retreat until 
morning. 

Shortly after sunrise, a Jap- 
anese officer crossed the Jessfield 
bridge—literally symbolizing the 
fall of the Chinese defenses. 

A Japanese patrol followed him 
as he walked opposite British de 
fense outposts and into the area 
Chinese had occupied only a few 
hours before. The patrol carefully 
examined the first dugout for pos- 
sible Chinese’ stragglers, then 
spread out and advanced. 


Refugees Enter Foreign Quarters. 

During the day, about 50,000 
Chinese refugees entered the 
French concession and the Interna- 
tional Settlement. Many of them 
stormed barbed wire barricades 
and barred gates while police 
struggled to handle Chinese 
throngs. ~ 

After the Chinese army retreated 
from its western sector and the 
Japanese forces started taking 
over the territory, tens of thous- 
ands of Chinese refugees were sand- 
wiched between’ the two forces. 
They rushed to the borders of the 
international areas, begging ad- 
mittance. 

The Japanese conquest of the 
Shanghai defenses had no military 
effect on the French concession and 
the International Settlement. 

Danger to Settlement Removed. 

Shifting the war scene, however, 
carried danger away from these 
two areas where on a number of 
occasions civilians were killed by 
shells, bombs or bullets. For three 
months the warfare had raged just 
outside the international area. The 
first danger zones had been on 
the northern fringes. With the 
Chinese retreat from Chapei, the 
western boundary came under fire. 

The Chinese retreat followed Jap- 


positions on the outskirts of Sung- 
kiang had fallen. The drive at 
Sungkiang by a Japanese force 
which had landed Friday on the 
seacoast south of Shanghai was 
aimed at severing communications 
between Chinese Shanghai armies 
and their bases in Chekiang pro- 
vince. 


The withdrawal enabled Japan 
to encircle China’s greatest port, 
cutting off the metropolis from the 
rest of the nation. In the city were 
3,000,000 Chinese residents, 1,000,000 
refugees and many thousands of

rections were cut or blocked by 
Japanese. 

Coupled with Chinese abandon- 
ment of Pootung, across’ the 
Whangpoo River from Shanghai, 
the thrust of the Japanese expedi- 
tionary force compelled Chinese to 
evacuate their positions. 

Although Mayor O. K. Yui was 
virtually without a city to govern, 
he said his office would function as 
usual from the French concession 
and that he had no thought of 
running away. His jurisdiction ex- 
tended only over a small area of 
the Nantao quarter. 

Further extension of the Jap- 
anese offensive was seen in reports 
from Amoy, on the South China 
coast, that Japanese were con- 
structing an airfield on recently‘ 
occupied Quemoy Island. The field 
would be used as a base for op- 
erations against points in Fukien 
and Kwantung provinces. 

Chinese asserted that a Japanese 
seaplane was shot down outside 
of Soochow, west of Shanghai. 

In the Sungkiang vicinity, Jap- 
anese planes bombed the railway 
line killing 30 persons and injuring 
100 others. ; 

Fifteen were drowned when a 
bomb struck a small canal pas- 
senger boat near Chungteh. 

Sungkiang Wrecked by Bombs. 

Chinese said Sungkiang, normally 
a city of 70,000, had been destroyed 
by a raid of 40 Japanese planes. 
(The Japanese have been raiding 
Sungkiang for at least two weeks.) 
Casualties were said to have been 
light, however, because nearly all 
the inhabitants had fled into the 
countryside. 

United States and other foreign 
military observers said the princi- 
pal lesson of the war at Shanghai 
was that poorly equipped but nu- 
merically superior forces had little 
chance against a smaller, well- 
mechanized and well-organized 
army. As in the Italian conquest of 
Ethiopia, the airplane played a de- 
cisive part in Shanghai operations. 
Japanese also used ‘thumbers of 
tanks, armored cars, heavy guns 
and warships. 

“It was largely a case of flesh 
against steel,” said an American of- 
ficer. “It is a miracle how China’s 
nondescript army held out so ‘long 
against the highly mechanized 
forces of Japan.” 

Comment by Gen. Chiang. 

While the loss of Shanghai un- 
doubtedly will affect China’s mor- 
ale, at least temporarily, Gen. 
Chiang Kai-shek declared today 
that Shanghai operations were pure- 
ly local and were not a vital part 
of the nation’s defense, which he 
said were about the Yellow River 
region. The warfare, he said, 
would be transferred at present to 
the great delta lands of the lake 
region west‘of Shanghai where 
China has several so-called Hinden- 
burg lines. These lines reach as far 
back as Changshu, Kashing and 
Soochow, 50 miles to the west. 

“We will fight with the same 
vigor and determination in the 
future as we did at Shanghai,” he 
said confidently.

The insurgents already held the 
right bank along the upper reaches 
of the river, which flows south 
through the insurgent zone and 
joins the Ebro at Zaragoza. 

Insurgent officers acknowledged, 
however, that Government forces 
were impeding the movement with 
sharp counter thrusts and were 
holding a number of important 
points on the northern front which 
must be cleaned up, before any de- 
cisive drive may be launched 
against Catalonia. 


Loyalists Blow Up Railroad Held 
by Rebels. 
By the Associated Press. 

MADRID, Nov. 9.—The fighting 
on the Upper Aragon front yester- 
day brought heavy insurgent losses, 
a Government communique said. 
Government patrols crossed the 
river and dynamited a‘railroad con- 
necting Jaca with Orna and Sa- 
binanigo and the rest of insurgent 
Spain. The railroad runs north into 
France and was a principal route 
for insurgent supplies from Lower 
Aragon. 

Heavy fighting also was reported

Of World to Outlaw Future Wars 


Generalissimo’s Wife Tells of Effort, Shattered 
by Japanese Bombs, to Build New 
China Through Its Mothers. 


By MADAME CHIANG KAI-SHEK, 

Wife of the Chinese Generalissimo 

and Chief of the Chinese Air Force. 
(Copyright, 1937.) 

NANKING, Nov. 9.—I feel that 
now, when the nine-Power confer- 
ence is trying to end the invasion 
of my country, I would like to 
give my readers a picture of my 
own fight to develop the life of 
China in accord with principles of 
western civilization. 

I am.addressing the Christian 
world, and particularly the women 
of all countries, for I feel, most 
strongly, that through them, as 
mothers of future generations, war 
will be outlawed. 

The Chinese women look to me to 
do my utmost to stop the butcher- 
ing of their children from the air. 

There are thousands of Chinese 
children today in small graves who 
were mutilated by these unwar- 
ranted bombardments. 

American Ideas, 

For the poor people who thronged 
the crowded streets of our cities, 
my efforts were directed toward 
teaching them: to look beyond the 
horizon bounded by the toil of their 
humdrum existence. : 

I studied American welfare laws 
and methods and I had seen how 
the children of ‘the poorer classes 
had been guarded and cared for by 
the State until they became young 
healthy citizens who, in_ turn, 
passed on to their children their 
love of country and all the best 
things of the Western civilization. 

I saw workers’ houses, when I 
was in America, with children play- 
ing in spacious playgrounds. I 
visited many State health clinics. 


All these things I remembered 
when I returned to China full of 
American ideals. 

Had it not been for our Armaged- 
don I would have succeeded fh es- 
tablishing many things in the next 
10 years which would have meant 
much for China and her people. It 
was a hard fight at the beginning, 
but we were making marked pro- 
gress and China was experiencing 
a new awakening. Nothing is left 
of that work save shattered school 
rooms, burned hospitals and home- 
less, hungry children. 

Welding China’s Unity. 

I fought against age-old tradi- 
tions, many of which were un- 
suited for modern life, and against 
ancient customs, ignorance and 
superstitions. I organized medical 
supervision for our population. 

Old China consisted of many fac- 
tions, isolated by snow-clad moun- 
tains. By the building of roads, 
bridges, telegraph systems and cen- 
tra] schools I was endeavoring with 
success to weld China into a great 
nation. 

I commenced this great task of 
transforming medieval China by 
teaching the mothers of children. 
I instructed these mothers in mod- 
ern health principles and how to 
bring sturdy children into the 
world. 

Their mothers were so anxious 
to learn anything that would 
lighten the hard lot of their chil- 
dren in life, they were eager to 
rear healthy children—but, now, I 
must face the bitter truth that 
much of this effort has been 
squandered by the ruthless actions 
of our enemy.

Judge Stone ruled that explana- 
tion of the charts was not proper 
cross-examination, but allowed 
Francis to show one of them to the 
jury. The chart indicated the Pure 
Oil Co.’s sales of gasoline from 1931 
to date. Francis said he would of- 
fer the other charts, giving details 
of the company’s operations, when 
the defense presented its case. 

The Government expects to com- 
plete its case tomorrow.

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PRESIDENT FOR PROPER 
UTILITY VALUATIONS 


Capitalized on That Basis, He 
Says They Can Expect 
Government Aid. 


By the Associated Press. é 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 9.—Presi- 
dent Roosevelt said today private 
utilities could expect Government 
assistance if they would fix a 
proper valuation of their properties 
as determined by the old common 
law and capitalize on that basis. 

Describing at a press conference 
a talk on power problems he had 
earlier in thé day with Federal and 
private officials, the President said 
it was hahd to get utility men even 
to discuss valuations. 

Going back to a discussign he 
had with reporters three years ago 
in which he talked about private 
utilities and Government attempts 
to reduce electric rates, the Presi- 
dent said the same situation held 
true today. 

He said with a proper valuation 
private utilities could expect Fed- 
eral benefits which, in effect, would 
amount to a monopoly. But in ter- 
ritories where they received a mon- 
opoly, the President said municipal- 
ities, under the Constitution, had 
the right to go into the distribution 
business and private utilities ought 
to sell power to them at a fair 
charge. 

Confer With Economists. 

Earlier today the President con- 
tinued a series of conferences with 
Federal economists and department 
heads concerning next year’s budg- 
et, farm and relief needs and em- 
ployment trends. 

This afternoon he talked with 
Secretary of the Treasury Morgen- 
thau, Secretary of Agriculture Wal- 
lace, Daniel Bell, acting director 
of the budget; Chairman Jones of 
the House Agriculture Committee; 
Chairman Doughton of the House 
Ways and Means Committee and 
Representative Vinson, chairman 
of the Ways and Means subcom- 
mittee on taxes. 

Reliet Roll Increase. 

W P A Administrator Harry L. 
Hopkins predicted yesterday a sea- 
sonal rise in relief rolls, but indi- 
cated that there would be no 
shortage of funds. 

Any increase in relief costs would 
make more difficult the fulfillment 
of Mr. Roosevelt’s avowed intention 
of balancing next year’s budget. 

There has been speculation, how- 
ever, that the budget-balancing pro- 
gram may not be carried out be- 
cause of appeals for heavier spend- 
ing to counteract business reces- 
sion. Requests have been made 
especially for action to speed the 
housing industry. 

Farley’s Speech Over Radio. 

James A. Farley, chairman of the 
Democratic National, Committee, 
replied last night to business critics 
of the administration. Speaking 
in the National Radio Forum of 
the Washington Star, he called 
them “trembling capitalists.” 

“It would seem that men so sit- 

ed would be at pains to instill 
confidence instead of disseminat- 
ing fear,” Farley declared. “If 
too drastic, the way is open to 
them to put their case before Con- 
gress. They ought to know that 
no Congress willingly imposes 
greater taxes than the necessity 
of the country demands.” . 

William O. Douglas, chairman of 
the Securities and Exchange Com- 
mission, told reporters it was 
studying whether the stock market 
needed “a little less regulation or 
a little more regulation.”

The Missouri Bar Administration, 
headed by Boyle G. Clark of Colum- 
bia, is compiling a, list of lawyers 
in Missouri in an effort to deter- 
mine how many are actively en- 
gaged in practice and so subject to 
the annual $5 enrollment fee _ re- 
quired under the new rules of the 
State Supreme Court. 


Heretofore the bar administra- 
tion has had a record only of at- 
torneys paying the annual fee, and 
thus has been in no position to 
enforce collection from lawyers not 
paying. Now, however, it is pre- 
paring, as completely as possible 
from legal and city directories and 
other sources, a list of all licensed 
attorneys in the state. 

This list will bo used ag a basis 
for determining which active at- 
torneys, if any, do not pay the en- 
rollment fee for 1938. Those who 
do not will stand suspended until 
they reinstate themselves by pay- 
ment. The 1938 fee of $5 will be 
accepted through next Jan. 20. 
Thereafter an attorney not paying 
will become delinquent, and, in or- 
der to comply with the rules, must 
pay the $5 plus a penalty of $1. 

In St. Louis, 2402 attorneys have 
paid enrollment fees for 1937. Di-’ 
rectories and other sources indicate 
there are about 2870 licensed attor- 
neys in the city. Some of these, it 
is indicated, are inactive in the 
practice and so not required to pay 
the fee. 

On Oct. 1 delinquencies in St. 
Louis were listed at a total of 
$9624, including fees and penalties 
due for the period beginning in No- 
vember, 1934, when the Supreme 
Court rules governing the Missouri 
bar became effective. Since then, 
however, more than $1300 in delin- 
quencies has been paid. It is pos- 
sible also that some of those listed 
as delinquents have quit active 
practice or have paid in other local 
jurisdictions. 

Since November, 1934, collections 
in St. Louis have aggregated $25,- 
663. Originally the annual fee was 
$3. For 1937 it was increased to $5. 

Funds obtained from the enroll- 
ment fees are used for expenses of 
disciplinary and other work of the 
Missouri Bar Administration. The 
administration, set up by the Mis- 
souri Supreme Court, comprises 
the State Bar Advisory Committee, 
headed by Clark, and the 37 Circuit 
Bar Committees. 


SECURITIES BOARD FORBIDS 
POWER FIRM STOCK EXCHANGE 


Declares Transaction Would Entail 
Expense Without Bene- 
fiting Company.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 9.—The Se- 
curities and Exchange Commission 
refused yesterday to permit the 
Northern States Power Co. of Min- 
nesota to exchange a new issue of 
convertible preferred stock for an 


issue of 275,000 shares of preferred 
stock it sold last February. 

Although company officers said a 
conversion provision, permitting 
stockholders to trade preferred 
shares for common stock, would 
improve the credit standing, the 
commission found the proposal was 
“not necessary or appropriate to the 
economical and efficient operation 
of the business.” 

The commission: said the new is- 
sue would entail expense without 
any benefit to the company. It also 
criticised pians of the company to 
refund to Pennsylvania investors 
part of a special Pennsylvania se- 
curities tax and said there was no 
assurance investors would want to 
convert their preferred stock -into 
common.

NE look at the monikers of 
our university teams  con- 
vinces us that the proper party 
for a commissioner of collegiate 
football would be old Noah him- 
self. 

Noah ig the only guy with 
enough wild animal experience 
to control the situation. His ark 
undoubtedly housed more _ va- 
rieties of wildlife than is found 
on the gridiron today; but when 
it comes to big game, football 
ranks right up there. 

A study of the nicknames of 
the various colleges and universi- 
ties maintaining football teams 
today reveals that the fauna of 
America and elsewhere is repre- 
sented by some 60 species, 20 va- 
rieties being birds. 

The list of animals includes 
bears, panthers, elephants, wild- 
cats, bulldogs, lions, gorillas, 
leopards, buffaloes, tigers, bulls, 
bisons, polar bears, terriers and 
so on. Mostly the names repre- 
sent rip-snorting, tearing killers, 
creatures of unquestioned intre- 
pidity and a craving for raw 
meat. 

Eagles, hawks, falcons and 
road-runners are among the bird 
life nicknames showing the same 
trend. 

The more timid animals are not 
mentioned. There are no mice,

Bulldog Is No. 1 Moniker. 


HE most popular name in the 
gridiron world is “bulldog.” 
No fewer than 23 colleges, includ- 
ing the ivied Yale, picked on this 
‘one, Next to that in popularity is 
the tiger, copied after Old Nas- 
sau’s long-standing preference. 
The bear family ranked high with 
all species totaling 18, not count- 
ing six bearcats. : ° 

Fourteen universities adopted 
the name of wildcats, while 11 
schools, led by Pittsburgh, went 
in for panther. Thirteen institu- 
tions, emulating your Uncle Sam- 
uel, picked on the eagle as about 
the highest type of fauna in Amer- 
ica, after which come  bisons, 
beavers and lions with six each. 

Among the lions we may note 
the Penn State species called 
the “Nittany Lions.” For several 
years past they have been known | 
as the “Not Any Lions,” due to a 
shortage of lionlike material. This 
year they are doing something to- 
ward a comeback. 

Besides the animals set forth 
there are rams, red elephants, 
mules, dragons .(mythical), bron- 
chos, wolves, wolverines, grizz- 
lies, foxes, cougars, beavers, long- 
horns, badgers, tomcats, and so 
on down a long line. One won- 
ders where the inspiration for 
some of them came from. 

We know where it came from 
in one instance. That was the 
case of a team called the “White 
Mules”—it came from corn. We 
got quite a 110 proof kick out 
of that one. 
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What’s in a Name? : 

OT all schools stand by their 
nasen eternally. For exam- 
ple, there’s Washington Univer- 
sity, which some 15 years or so 
ago changed the team name to 
the Bears. Before that they had 
been called the Pikers., 

Now there was nothing offen- 
sive about that original name. It 
was given to the Washingtonians 
during World’s Fair year, 1904. 

e Administration Building of 

ashington University was at the 
western end of the World’s Fair 
amusement area which was 
known as “The Pike.” Hence, the 
“Pikers.” 

For a time the Pikers liked the 
name. But all too soon hostile 
elements stressed the other and 
less historic meaning of the term, 
which soon became highly obnox- 
ious. 

Looking around for a change, 
the varsity, believing there is 
safety in numbers, hit on “Bears,” 
a name that has what may be 
called a wide significance. If for 
example the headlines state: 
“The Bears beat the Tigers,” the 
winners may be any one of a 

dozen teams from the Maine Bears 
to their University of California 
cousins. 

And it leaves the same pleas- 
ing state of uncertainty when the 
“Bears” are on the receiving end 
of the beating. You have to scan 
closely to find just what Bears 
are the victims.

Four-team college basketball doubleheaders, an innovation in 
St. Louis, have been schduled by Washington and St. Louis Univer- 
sities this season in an attempt to boost crowds, the athletic depart- 
ments of the schools announced this afternoon. 


Four have been scheduled in Jan- 
uary and February, and all of them 


will be Missouri Valley contests. 
On Jan. 3 at the Washington Field 
House, Drake will oppose St. Louis 
U. in the first game, after which 
Washington will take the court 
against Grinnell. 

The next night, Jan. 4, all four 
teams will move over to the St. 
Louis U. gym, where Drake will 
oppose Washington in the first 
game and the Billikens will meet 
Grinnell in the nightcap. 

On Feb. 26 the two local schools 
will oppose other Valley opponents 
in a doubleheader at St. Louis U. 
gym, where the Oklahoma Aggies 
will meet Washington and Tulsa 
will oppose St. Louis. Since that is 
a Saturday, Sunday will be an open 
date, but Feb. 28 at the Field House 
the Oklahoma Aggies and Billi- 
kens will meet in the opener, and 
then Tulsa and Washington will 
take the court. 

The idea of basketball double- 
headers has been attempted in New 
York and met with huge success, 
at least from the boxoffice stand- 
point, at Madison Square Garden.

DEFENSE HAS 
T00 BIG AN 
EDGE, VETERAN 

GOACH ASSERTS 


Suggests Forwards Be 
Thrown From Any Point 
Behind Scrimmage Line 
—Would Put Goal Posts 
on Goal Line.

NEW YORK, Nov. 9.—Pop War- 


ner, the master offensive strategist 
of college football. is ready for a 
Rules Committee move that will 
strip the defense of the edge he be- 
lieves it holds over the attack in 
the modern game. 

When the veteran coach of Tem- 
ple got up at the meeting of the 
Football Writers’ Association, yes- 
terday, and pleaded for rules 


changes to eliminate scoreless ties 
and raise scoring figures, the 
coaches and writers were listening 
to a man who has been a leader 
in building football attacks. 

Since the turn of the century, 
Pop has been an outstanding foot- 
ball figure; coach of the fabulous 
Jim Thorpe and Ernie Nevers, 
father of the Warner double wing- 
back (or, as Pop calls it, two wing- 
back) system, originator of a dozen 
plays that have stood the test of 
time. 

“The defense has advanced this 
year to a much greater extent than 
the offense,” said Warner. “This 
is due not only to the more gen- 
eral use of a five-man defensive 
line, but to the- many variations 
which an offensive team is up 

The thought that his own Tem- 
ple team has played three score- 
less ties probably was in Warner’s 
mind when he offered three sug- 
gestions to help the offense: (1) 
legislation to compel the defense to 
keep six men on the line of scrim- 
mage; (2) adoption of the profes- 
sional rule permitting forward pass- 
ing from any point behind the 
scrimmage line (instead of the pres- 
ent five-yard limit), and (3) restore 
the goal posts to the goal line. 

Lou Little, Columbia coach and 
chairman of the Rules Committee 
of the American Football Coaches’ 
Association, backed up Warner’s 
views, and suggested a solution of 
current offensive problems: the 
abandonment of the huddle system 
of signal calling in favor of the old- 
fashioned quarterback method. 

“The offense could then vary its 
strategy to take advantage of the 
defensive lineup,” Little pointed 
out. “But if it isn’t effective, 
there’s not much doubt the coaches 
will want remedial legislation.”

FIRST GROUP SEEKS 
FINANCIAL CONTROL 


Willing to Leave Operation 
to Alleghany Corpora- 
tion Interests, Represen- 
tative Says.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 9—A con-’ 
viction that the Alleghany Corpora- 
tion, Van Sweringen holding com- 
pany, would insist on naming for 
the board of directors of the re- 
organized Missouri Pacific Railroad 
three men under suit on charges of 
fraud, was a principal point of dis- 
agreement between the Stedman 
and Debtors’ Committees, it was re- 
vealed in evidence today before the 
Senate Interstate Commerce Com- 
mittee’s sub-committee on railroad 


finance. 

The names ofthethreemen were 
given as Darwin S. Barrett Jr., C. 
L. Bradley and George A. Tomlin- 


son. The first two were identified 
as directors of the Missouri Pacific, 
and the third as chairman of the 
Missouri Pacific board. 

The witnesses were Frederick W. 
Ecker, treasurer of the New York 
Life Insurance Co.; Alfred H. Mey- 
ers, treasurer of the Metropolitan 
Life Insurance Co.; Eugene J. Con- 
roy, secretary of the Stedman Com- 
mittee, and W. Lloyd Kitchel, of 
Cadwalader, Wickersham & Taft, 
counsel for the Stedman Commit- 
tee. Ecker and Meyers are mem- 
bers of that committee. 

Two Principal Plans. 

It was brought out that there 
are now pending before the Inter- 
state Commerce Committee two 
principal plans for reorganizing the 
"Missouri Pacific. One is sponsored 
by the Stedman committee, 50 
named for its chairman, John A. 
Stedman, vice-president of the Pru- 
dential Insurance Co. It began as 
an informal committee represent- 
ing insurance companies who were 
large holders of Missouri Pacific 
bonds and mortgages. “There is 
no question,” Kitchel testified, “but 
that we all knew that Debtors’ 
Committee meant the Alleghany 
Corporation.” This holding com- 
pany owns 46 per cent of the Mis- 
souri Pacific’s voting stock. 

Excerpts were read from the 
minutes of the Stedman committee 
—the official title of which is the 
Protective Committee for the Hold- 
ers of Missouri Pacific Railroad 
Co. First and Refunding 5 Per Cent 
Gold Bonds—under date of June 3, 
1937. By “equity” is meant the Al- 
leghany’s stock holdings. 

Kitchel, according to the minutes, 
reported that “the equity had also 
made a condition that an agree- 
ment (between the two committegs) 

_ ‘would be dependent upon a settle- 
ment of the suits brought by Guy 
A. Thompson, trustee, against cer- 
tain of the old directors for fraud 
in connection with the purchase of 
preferred and common stocks of 
the Missouri Pacific.” 

Basis of Actions. 

Kitchel’s statement continued: 

: “The actions brought by the trus- 
tee in bankruptcy were based upon 
actual fraud and conspiracy to de- 
fraud; and three of the defendants 
in these cases are men whom it 
was believed that the debtor (the 
Van Sweringen interests) would 
nominate to the board of directors 
of the new company. A settlement 
of the suits or any discontinuance 
before trial would leave the charges 
of fraud lying against these men.” 

Kitchel added that “he did not 
see how the Stedman Committee 
could consent to their presence on 
the board of directors, “at least un- 
til they had stood trial and been 
cleared of fraud.” It therefore 
seemed to him that “if the debtor 
insisted on this condition, the pos- 
sibility of an agreement was at an 
end.” 

It was unanimously agreed that 
Kitchel had correctly stated the po- 
sition of the Stedman Committee, 
and its chairman and counsel were 
instructed to act accordingly in fu- 
ture negotiations. : 

Two Years’ Negotiations. 

It was brought out that for two 
years negotiations have been on 
foot between the Stedman and 
debtors’ committees, and that they 
are still divided on two principal 
points—the control of the Missouri 
Pacific, and the allotment of un- 
paid or unearned dividends. The 
Stedman Committee, Kitchel stated 
to the writer, is determined to take 
financial control of the railroad, 
but is williing to leave operating 
control to the Alleghany Corpora- 
tion, known as the “Van Sweringen 
crowd.” The dominant figure in the 
latter group is William Wyer, sec- 
retary-treasurer of the Missouri 
Pacific, who was on hand this morn- 
ing to testify in defense of his plan. 

Under the debtors’ plan, evidence 
showed, the Alleghany Corporation 

proposes to be able. to name 12 out 

of 18 directors of the Missouri Pa- 
cific, subject to the approval of 
the Stedman Committee. Thus | 


and holding company control which 
has proved so disastrous to the Mis- 
souri Pacific system in the past. 
The majority of the board would be 
able to select its own president, 
treasurer and other officers, as well 
as the railroad’s attorneys and fis- 


cal agents. 

Efforts at Mediation. 
Negotiations between the two 
groups of senior and junior cred- 
itors of the railroad began with O. 
P. Van Sweringen as representative 
of the Alleghany Corporation. Aft- 
er his death, testimony continued, 
these interests fell into the hands 
of Herbert Fitzpatrick and Wyer, 
and finally into those of Wyer 
alone. During the last two years, 
various bankers appeared from 
time to time as mediators between 
the two interests. First there was 
Henry S. Sturgis, president of the 
First National Bank of New York, 
a large owner of Missouri Pacific 
securities. He was followed by 
George Whitney, a partner of J. 


‘P. Morgan & Co., which is also a 


big creditor of the Missouri Pa- 
cific. 

It was revealed that there is a 
third plan for reconstructing the 
Missouri Pacific before the Inter- 
state Commerce Committee—that of 
the so-called Thornton Committee. 
Like the Debtors’ Committee, it 
represents stockholders rather than 
bond owners, but opposes recapture 
of control by the Alleghany group. 
The various plans are set for argu- 
ment late this year before the In- 
terstate Commerce Committee. It 
is understood that the Reconstruc- 
tion Finance Corporation, as the 
largest single creditor of the Mis- 
souri Pacific, will have power to 
veto any or all of these plans, and 
to suggest one of its own.

APPROVE PARITY PLAN 


Wallace, However, Advises 
Against Price-Fixing at 
This Time. 


By the Associated Press. 
INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Nov. 9. — 
Farm representatives from 11 corn 


belt states approved here yesterday 
a statement favoring national 
legislation that will ‘give to each 
farmer his just and fair portion of 
the domestic market” and assure 
“fair, or parity prices.” 

They contended “national interest 
demands the carrying of surplus 
supplies from season to season, and 
that farmers should be provided 
with an opportunity of controlling 
such surpluses.” 

Farmers also should have an op- 
portunity to “adjust production in 
order to prevent the accumulation 
of unwieldy and unnecessary sur- 
pluses,” the petition said. 

The farm leaders adopted the 
statement after Secretary of Ag- 
riculture Wallace, principal speaker 
at the conference, urged an ever- 
normal granary system of corn pro- 
duction control. 

Wallace, in answering a confer- 
ence question, spoke against price 
fixing at this time. 

“When you start fixing prices,” 
he said, “You create a monopoly. 
We have had experience in setting 
prices of milk in various markets. 
Whenever this is done, someone 


must say who can produce and who 
cannot produce. I wonder if the 
farmers want to establish them- 
selves as a public utility, for that 
is what price fixing would bring 
about.” 

Signers of the statement included 
Clifford Gregory, Des Moines, Ia., 
asociate editor of “Wallace’s Farm- 
er’;’ Earl Smith, Illinois, and R. 
W. Brown, Missouri. 

Three Governors attending the 
conference, Townsend of Indiana, 
Kraschel of Iowa, and Stark of 
Missouri, approved the statement.

New York Firm Bearing His Name Bought It 
for Speculation and Sold It to Him 
at Loss.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 9. — The 
Bureau of Internal Revenue was 
disclosed yesterday as having col- 
lected $20,000 in deficiency taxes 
on the Chateau de Cande in 
France, where last June the formcr 
King of England wed his American 


bride under the protecting aegis of 
its owner, Charles E. Bedaux of 
New York, sponsor of the ill- 
starred, postponed American tour. 


The permanent records of the 
bureau describe the Chateau de 
Cande of Bedaux not i. terms of 
romance, but as a “chateau bought 
for speculation and rehabilitated 
for the purpose of selling it to 
American moving picture _ stars.” 
This description of the chateau was 
put in the records by the Interna- 
tional Bedaux Co., Inc., of New 
York City. 


The bureau had insisted it 
wanted $48,976 more taxes from a 
group of Bedaux corporations and 

to allow a deduction on the 
sale of the chateau by the corpora- 
tion to Charles Bedaux. 


The Bedaux Corporation settled 


four days after the Windsor wed- 
ding in the chateau. 

The Bedaux Corporation alleged 
it had bought and refurnished the 
Chateau de Cande at a cost of 
$594,169 and then sold it to Charles 
E. Bedaux personally for $236,400, 
a loss of $357,769.20, for which it 
claimed a tax reduction. Govern- 
ment experts disallowed the claim. 

Pleading that the bureau was be- 
ing too harsh in its interpretation 
of the transaction, the Bedaux Cor-

REPORTS 2500 HATTIANS 
KILLED OR WOUNDED 


Foreign Minster Tells in Wash- 
ington of Clashes “Within 
Dominican Territory.” 


By the aquviteint Press. 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 9.—Foreign 


Minister Georges Leger of Haiti 
said today that more than 2500 
Haitians, including women and 
children, had been killed or wound- 
ed since Oct. 5 in Dominican ter- 
ritory in what he called “wholesale 


massacre.” 

These casualties, Leger said, are 
the consequence of attacks on Hai- 
tians “well within the Dominican 
territory” by Dominican police and 
civilians. 

He said he had received reports 
that some Haitians had been 
drowned and others burned alive 
after gasoline had been poured on 
them. 

He contradicted a statement 
made last night by Dominican Min- 
ister Andres Pastoriza, who said 
stories of “collective slayings” in 
Dominican territory were “wholly 
absurd” and that the border inci- 
dent of last month had been ex- 
aggerated. | 

Pastoriza, in a prepared state- 
ment, charged that political en- 
emies of President Vincent of 
Haiti and President Trujillo of the 
Dominican republic were seeking 
to create tension between the two 
countries and embarrassment for 
their respective administrations. 

Leger, who arrived in Washing- 
ton early today for a conference 
with President Roosevelt and Act- 
ing Secretary of States Welles, 
said there had been no frontier in- 
cident, nor any clashes between 
armed forces. 

“There is nothing to these ruv- 
mors of war,” he _ said. “Haiti 
wants to settle this thing through 
diplomatic channels and within the 
doctrines established at the Buenos 
Aires Inter-American Conference. 
We insist, however, on full repara- 
tions for the victims, and on pun- 
ishment of those responsible.” 

A spokesman for Leger said the 
attacks began as the result of an 
order by the Dominican Govern- 
ment for the expulsion of Haitians 
from Dominican territory, with no 
notice served to the Haitian Gov- 
ernment. The Dominican police, 
the sppkesman said, fired into a 
crowd of from 1300 to 1400 refu- 
gees, in carrying out the expulsion 
order. 


The clashes’ reportedly were 
caused by Dominican resentment of 
the heavy influx of Haitians seek- 
ing work across the frontier be- 
cause of overcrowding in their own 
country. 


Clashes Attributed to Dissatisfied 
Elements in Both Countries.

CIUDAD TRUJILLO, Dominican 
Republic, Nov. 9.—The Dominican 
State Department last night issued 
a statement declaring that border 
clashes which have occurred along 
the Haitian-Dominican frontier con- 
stituted no menace to friendly rela- 
tions between the two nations.

NORRIS WANTS BRUSSELS

Senator Also Proposes Boycott of 
Japanese Goods by 
Americans.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 9.—Senator 
Norris (Ind.), Nebraska, urged to- 
day that the nine-Power conference 
at Brussels denounce Japan’s war 
against China, and at the same time 
proposed an American boycott of 
Japanese goods. 

Norris, who voted against Amer- 
ican entrance into the World War, 
said: “Representatives of the nine- 
Power treaty ought to go far 
enough to say the way Japan has 
carried on a ruthless war is un- 
civilized, unjust, and to denounce 
it to the world.” 

He announced in an interview he 
had stopped buying goods from 
Japan, adding: “It is probably not 
necessary for the Government to 
take any action, but it wouldn’t be 
difficult to defeat Japan by a boy- 
cott of the people of the United 
States.” 


CO-OPERATIVE GROUP OPPOSES 
WAGE AND HOUR MEASURE 


Says It Would Cause Large In- 
crease in Farmers’ Distribu- 
tion Costs.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 9. — .The 
National Co-operative Council de- 
nounced the administration’s wage 
and hour bill yesterday, contend- 
ing it would cause a large increase 
in farmers’ production and dis- 
tribution costs. 

Officers of the council said it is 
comprised of major co-operative 
groups handling citrus fruit, dairy 
products, cotton, livestock and oth- 
er commodities for 1,600,000 mem- 
bers.

Praises Establishment of 
‘‘World Triangle’ (Ger- 
many, Italy and Japan) 
Under His Rule. 


SALUTES FIRED 
TO NAZI ‘MARTYRS’ 


Simultaneously Anti-Jewish 
Exposition Under Title of 
‘Wandering Jew’ Is 


Opened to Public. 


By the Associated Press, 
MUNICH, Nov. 9.—Nazi Germany 


today observed the fourteenth an- 
niversary of Adolf Hitler’s unsuc- 
cessful beer cellar putsch of 1923. 

Speaking at the scene of the 
putsch, Chancellor Hitler praised 
the political accomplishments of his 
rule, which he said had resulted 
“first in establishment of a Euro- 
pean axis (Italy and Germany) and 
afterward of a world triangle” 
(Italy, Germany and Japan). 

“For the first time in the his- 
tory of Germany,” he told his old 
comrades, “a central authority has 


been established possessing unre- 
stricted power and scorning any at- 
tempts at being impeded or sab- 
otaged.” 

Referring to the events of 14 
years ago, Hitler said: 

“Our failure then was the most 
fortunate circumstance in my life 
and in the history of the German 
nation, for it prevented Bavarian 


] Separation from the Reich.” 


To the beat of muffled drums, 
Hitler and other party leaders 
marched from Buergenbraeu_ to 
Field Marshal’s. Hall before which 
the first Nazi blood was spilled. 

Roll Call of “Martyrs.” 

There they took part in the roll 
call of “martyrs” to the cause, in 
which 275 names of party members 
who died from 1924 to 1936 were 
called out. Seven who lost their 
lives in the Spanish civil war were 
added to the list. 

High Government officials taking 
part with Hitler included Wilhelm 
Hermann Goering, Rudolf Hess, Dr. 
Wilhelm Frick, Field Marshal Wer- 
ner von Blomberg, Dr. Albert Ros- 
enberg, Julius Streicher and Hein- 
rich Himmler. 

«At Field Marshal’s Memorial Der. 
Fuehrer and Blomberg deposited 
wreaths while 16 salutes were fired 
to those who fell in the 1923 putsch. 

It was in the square which the 
memorial faces that Hitler went 25 
years ago to sell his own paintings. 

Anti-Jewish Demonstration. 

Coinciding with the putsch anni- 
versary celebration was an anti- 
Jewish exposition which Julius 
Streicher, leader of the Nazi cam- 
— against Jews, opened yester- 

ay. 

Streicher in a speech attacked 
western countries whose democracy 
he said was “but the measure of 
the power Jews already have 
achieved.” The exposition shows in 
detail the accumulated Nazi hatred 
of Jews. It is called “The Wan- 
dering Jew,” and part of the dis- 
play is devoted to “The Jews in 
America.” 

The show is intended to illustrate 
paragraphs four and five of the 
Nazi party program: 

“4, A state citizen can only be 
he who is of German blood, regard- 
less of religious affiliations. No 
Jew, therefore, can be a state citi- 
zen. 

“5. Whoever is not a state citi- 
zen can only: sojourn in Germany 
as a guest, and is therefore subject 
to laws governing foreigners.”

TOTALITARIAN STATE 
DECREED IN DANZIG 


Polish Corridor Youth to Be 
Forced Into Hitler Groups: 
Political Parties Barred. 


(Copyright, 1937.) 

WARSAW, Nov. 9.—A totalitari- 
an state was established in Danzig 
yesterday, when the Volkstag (Sen- 
ate) voted to abolish political par- 
ties and to compel the youth to join 
the Hitler youth movement. 

Bhe next step will be to apply the 
full rigor of the Nuremberg anti- 
Jewish laws, it is believed here. For 


all practical purposes, however, the 
Nuremberg laws have been put into 
effect without waiting for the offi- 
cial decree, The measures now be- 
ing adopted are “purely internal,” 
a Foreign Office spokesman de- 
clared last night, and, therefore, do 
not call for any action on the part 
of Poland. 

After the promise given by Chan- 
cellor Hitler of Germany Friday 
that measures taken by the Nazi 
Government in Danzig would not be 
allowed to impair Polish-German re- 
lations, confidence was expressed 
here that Polish rights in the port 
and territory of Danzig would not 
suffer. No concern seemed to be 
felt for Polish citizens who do not 
come within the provisions of the 
Polish-German minorities agree- 
ment. 


STEEL PRICE STABILIZATION 


British Mills Agree to Maintain 
Present Quotations Through 
1938.

LONDON, Nov. 9—British steel 
producers announced today a de- 
cision to stabilize the price of steel 
until the end of 1938.

CHIEF OF OPERATIONS FAVORS 
WAR STRENGTH FOR NAVY 


Admiral Andrew Says Average 
Crew Is Only 86 Per Cent 
of Full Size. 
By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 9%.—Rear 
Admiral] Adolphus Andrews, chief 
of the Navy’s Bureau of Navigation, 
recommended today in his annual 
report that the fleet be manned at 
full war strength. ‘ 

The 102,500 sailors authorized by 
Congress for the current year, he 
said, permit crews averaging only 
86.1 per cent of full complements. 

“This percentage, although en- 
abling the fleet to ‘carry on,’ is not 
sufficient to maintain it at its full 
efficiency and does not provide suf- 
ficient men to be trained for ves- 
sels to be commissioned upon mo- 
bilization,” Admiral Andrews said. 

On June 30 there were 6341 of- 
ficers, exclusive of 3486 in special 
branches, a net gain of only one 
in a year. Admiral Andrews said 
7941 line officérs were necessary. 

“Fairness and equity,” he argued, 
warrant an upward adjustment of 
pay schedules.

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

HE new St. Louis Housing’ Associa- 

tion has organized under the leader- 
ship of a splendid committee. The Mayor 
and other city officials have offered co- 
operation, The constitution framed by 
officers of the General Council on Civic 
Needs is sufficiently: comprehensive. The 
purpose of the association is “to arouse 
public interest in and improve housing 
conditions in St. Louis.” 


The need for adequate housing for the | 


low-wage-earning group is so apparent 
and the present conditions for thousands 
of families so intolerable that further 
emphasis would seem needless. 

Nevertheless, if real slum clearance 
comes to St. Louis, the broad generaliza- 
tion which characterized the speeches at 
the recent meeting of the association will 
have to be sifted down to a definite plan 
of procedure which will arouse our cit- 
izenry to action. Instead of expressing 
envy because St. Louis has not received 
a cent of Federal money for housing, the 
association should galvanize itself into 
action as other cities did years ago. It 
should present plans and methods for 
working them out so clear that the en- 
tire city will back the project. 


Plans and methods must be realistic. 
Merely to state that labor will co-operate, 
that the real estate interests should cease 
opposition and that 50 other cities have 
similar projects is wholly beside the point 
locally. The fact is that large groups of 
St. Louisans are all too well aware that 
‘the very large majority of the Federal 
projects are neither low-cost nor low-rent 
and that they do not meet the needs of 
those who can afford to pay only $12, 
$15 or $20 per month. Furthermore, these 
rents must obtain four or five or six 
rooms. If it once becomes clear to large 
numbers of St. Louisans who seem to be 
withholding active co-operation that the 
contemplated local project will serve the 
submerged masses, then whole-hearted co- 
operation will be forthcoming. 

Because very few, if any, of the Fed- 
eral projects have been able to reach the 
poor is no reason for criticism. Much 
has been learned by the Housing Divi- 
sion in the past three years. Even with 
Federal subsidy, it is doubtful if the man 
earning from $60 to $90 a month and 
with a large family to support can be 
given all of the improvements which have 
been included in these projects. It should 
be kept in mind that true slum clearance 
occurs when the new projects accommo- 
date the same people who formerly lived 
in the neighborhood tumbledowns at rents 
which these people can pay. To furnish 
all sorts of conveniences and then to in- 
crease the rents even a dollar a month 
defeats the purpose. This holds good no 
matter how desirable the new quarters 
may be. A differential of only a dollar 
or two creates an impossible barrier. 


There is only one way out of this di- 
lemma. Our housing high horses are so 
loaded with expensive trappings that 
sheer weight impedes progress. Unless 
they are stripped down to essentials, they 
will drop in their tracks and the forgot- 
ten man will again suffer. 

The problem resolves itself thus: Can 
we build and rent to those who need 
them, modern apartments with central 
heat, mechanical refrigeration, toilets, 
shower baths, electric stoves and janitor 
service? The answer is clear. It is ut- 
terly impossible unless a new economic 
pattern emerges, which, in a word, means 
much higher salaries for these people or a 
nearly 100 per cent subsidy. The $500,000,- 
000 available through the Wagner-Steagall 
Act isn’t a drop in the bucket. 

And yet the need for clean, convenient 
homes is painfully apparent. Tens of 
thousands of American boys and girls are 
forced to spend their formative years in 
surroundings which are a life-long handi- 
cap. 

Is the task hopeless? For the needy 
masses, yes, unless a sane middle course 
is found. If it is impossible to jump 
from a damp basement with a revolting 
lack of every decent essential into a beau- 
tiful home with near-luxury, then why 
not aim at a reasonable target? There 
are a few essentials which bring con- 
venience, privacy and comfort: good-sized 
airy rooms, clear courts and halls, spe- 
cially built stoves with large capacity hot- 
water backs, a gas plate, icebox, electric 
lights and clean toilet facilities. Thou- 
sands of Viennese families in their mod- 
ern apartments burn briquettes in their 
own stoves. Central heating is too costly.

These necessities may not be an ideal 
solution, but people who can't pay for 
more are not housed and sustained on 
ideals. An apartment which a poor man 
can afford is worth a dozen which he 
can’t reach, no matter how appealing 
they may be. Furthermore, such an 
apartment is neither sub-standard nor un- 
American. It is several hundred per 
cent better than what is now available. It 
all comes down to this: a poor man with 
a wife and three or four children should 
not pay more than one-fifth of his wages 
for rent. Thousands in our city are earn- 
ing from $60 to $90 monthly. The answer 
is clear. The St. Louis Housing Associa- 
tion knows at the very beginning of its 


THAT MYTHICAL $22,500,000. 
Efforts are still being made to convey the impres- 
sion that the Federal Government has agreed, or is in 
some way obligated, to put up $22,500,000, matching 
a $7,500,000 contribution by the city, for a Jefferson 
Memorial project on the river front. 

There has been no commitment, or any shadow of 
commitment, by the Federal Government to do any- 
thing of the sort. There has been no such commit- 
ment either by the executfVe branch of the Govern- 
ment or by Congress. 

What the people of St. Louis voted for in Septem- 
ber, 1935, on the face of the returns, was a $30,000,000 
project which they had been told would put 5000 
men to work within 10 days. We say “on the face 
of the returns,” for it was later shown that the elec- 
tion reeked with fraud. 

As it stands today, the project calls for an expendi- 
ture of $9,000,000, with the city putting up $2,250,000 
and the Federal Government $6,750,000. Not a cent 
more than the $9,000,000 is in prospect. 

Now the assessed valuation of the proposed me- 
morial site is, according to figures used by Mayor 
Dickmann in urging the project, $6,000,000. In a 
recent case in Judge Davis’ Federal Court, estimates 
of the real value of the property, as distinguished 
from the assessed value, ranged from $7,000,000 to 
$15,000,000. It is doubtful, therefore, whether the 
whole sum available—$9,000,000—is enough to meet 
the price that must be paid to the owners, and, on 
top of that fact, it is extremely doubtful whether the 
terms of the Government’s grant will permit the en- 
tire contribution to be used for land purchase. 

In any case, the plain fact is that the project is 
no longer the $30,000,000 Jefferson Memorial project 
on which the people voted two years ago, but a plan 
to spend $9,000,000, of which all, or, at best, all but 
a negligible sum, must go for the purchase of the site. 
We repeat that there is no faint commitment on 
the part of the Government or any official thereof to 
increase the amount which the Government has al- 
lotted. To speak of “a grant of $22,500,000 of Federal 
Government funds” is to speak of something that to 
date has been definitely refused. When the Jefferson 
Memorial idea was first pressed upon Congress, a 
resolution was introduced calling for a Government 
appropriation of $35,000,000. It mever got out of 
committee. What Congress finally passed was a reso- 
lution merely creating a Jefferson Memorial Commis- 
sion, and even this resolution was not passed by the 
House till after Representative Cochran, its introduc- 
er, said in reply to heckling questions that he knew of 
no intention on the part of the memorial sponsors to 
ask Congress for money and that if they did ask for 
money, “they would have a hard time getting it.” 
After the bond issue election in 1935, Mayor Dick- 
mann spent three weeks in Washington, in November, 
in a vain effort to get from the public works funds 
at the disposal of the President the $22,590,000 neces- 
sary to match the city’s $7,500,000. On his return to 
St. Louis, the Mayor issued a statement saying in 
part: 

The Attorney-General held in a written opinion 
that the President could not legally and ought 
not morally bind the Government to the comple- 
tion of a $30,000,000 project by the acceptance of 
the city’s $7,500,000, unless the President had 
available at this time $22,500,000 which could be 
definitely allocated as the Government’s share 
of the cost. This amount the President said he. 
did not have, and following the advice of the At- 
torney-General, he declined to sign the executive 
order submitted to him. 

Later the Mayor made another trip to Washington 
and succeeded in getting an allocation of $6,750,000 
from P W A and W P A funds, but the city was 
plainly given to understand at that time that for 
further funds it would have to go to Congress. 

Any notion that the Federal Government is trying 
to hand the city $22,500,000 for the improvement of 
the river front is a fantastic distortion of the record. 
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AN UNREASONABLE PARKING RULE. 

One of the reasons for the Symphony Society’s 
failure to reach its goal in the sale of season sub- 
scriptions undoubtedly is the new rule that forbids 
multiple parking on Chestnut street, across from 
the Auditorium. The inconvenience and cost of 
parking elsewhere certainly keeps a definite number 
of persons away from the concerts. 

The illogic of the situation was shown Saturday 
night. Traffic congestion for blocks around the 
Auditorium was intense, and police officers were 
virtually powerless. Long lines of motor cars 
crowded in on every parking lot. Fenders were 
scraped; tempers were frayed; many patrons, forced 
to park blocks away, were late to the concert. Garage 
and parking-lot owners, of course, reaped a rich 
harvest. Meanwhile, broad Chestnut street was prac- 
tically deserted, save for a line of parked cars on 
each side. 

The Symphony Orchestra is a community institu- 
tion that spreads the name and fame of St. Louis 
throughout the country. Music-lovers each year con- 
tribute thousands of dollars to its maintenance fund. 
Why cannot the city do its share toward supporting 
the orchestra by making a little-used street available 
for parking on concert afternoons and nights? To 
say that private commercial] enterprises will demand 
the same privilege on other streets is to evade the 
point. Since the city cut out plans for parking 
space when the Auditorium was built, the public 
looks to it for a remedy. How about it, Mr. Mc- 
Devitt? 
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EXHIBIT OF ECONOMIC DETERMINISM. 

Gen. Franco at first was indignant over London’s 
demands on him after an insurgent plane had sunk 
the British merchantman Jean Weems, two weeks 
ago. Now, however, he has apologized, and has of- 
fered to submit the question of compensation to arbi- 
tration. 

And why shouldn’t he apologize, or do even more 
to win favor with London? For Britain has opened 
negotiations with Franco looking to commercial ar- 
rangements, and for sending agents to his conquered 
territory to look after British citizens and trade in- 
terests. 

If Franco’s rebellion is successful, Britain will, of 
course, carry on trade with Fascist Spain. It would 
be too idealistic to expect the British not to do so, 
though they did boycott Soviet Russia for years be- 
cause they disapproved of its governmental system. 
Isn’t Prime Minister Chamberlain being extremely 
premature, however, in opening the negotiations? 
Britain is ostensibly still engaged in working for 
neutrality in Spain, but nothing in months has given 
more comfort to the rebels than these trade over-

tures. Another object is to woo Franco away from 
his Italian and German allies, but trade is an im- 
portant element from that aspect, too.

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A TRADE JOURNAL ON THE ELIXIR DEATHS. 

On this page and in its news columns, the 
Post-Dispatch has presented comments from various 
approaches on the epidemic of deaths among persons 
who had been treated with elixir of sulfanilamide. 
The Journal of the American Medical Association 
has spoken for the profession. Food and Drug Ad- 
ministration officials have discussed the legal as- 
pects. The attitude of the lay public, 70 of whose 
members succumbed to the fatal potation, was also 
represented. All were severely critical of the condi- 
tions that made such a wholesale tragedy possible, 
and all joined in urging legislation strong enough 
to prevent its recurrence. 

It is interesting and valuable now to hear from 
a spokesman for the commercial interests concerned. 
And it is most reassuring to find that this expres- 
sion, an editorial from the Oil, Paint and Drug Re- 
porter, reprinted on this page y, embodies even 
more forceful condemnation, in some respects, than 
any of the other comments. 

This weekly trade journal takes a most healthy 
and realistic view toward the responsibilities of the 
industry for which it is a leading organ. It con- 
demns unreservedly the “ignorance or carelessness 
or greed” that led to the fatal elixir’s being placed 
on the market. It agrees that the present law is not 
strong enough to prevent such occurrences. And it 
points out that “revision of the law has been too 
long deferred.” 

There is the possibility, as the editorial says, that 
a new law may be made too drastic. But there is 
the greater possibility, to which it also refers, that 
continued abuses and more murders of human guinea 
pigs will jeopardize the reputation and the very exist- 
ence of the industry. 

Enlightened pharmaceutical manufacturers will be 
wise not to obstruct measures that are intended to 
restrict and control the unscrupulous and ignorant 
and dangerous minority. The cost of their opposi- 
tion may be the passage of hampering and unreason- 
able measures. But the general public, as well as the 
medical profession and enforcement officers, is 
aroused as never before by this latest example of the 
dangers in our present feeble and antiquated Pure 
Food and Drugs Act. The matter will quite possibly 
come before the special session of Congress which 
opens next week. The drug industry will demon- 
strate its good faith by joining in the support of 
stronger legislation. 
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THESE BAFFLING BOOKS. 

The bookkeeping of high finance, as practjced by 
holding companies, is a mysterious, baffling art. 
There was the case of Sam Insull’s Electric Empire. 
Perhaps Owen D. Young got as near to it as mortal 
intelligence could approach when he said the thing 
had become so complicated that Mr. Insull himself 
could not understand it. It may be recalled, too, 
that the Sherlock Holmes of involved accounting, 
John T. Flynn, tried desperately to put the explana- 
tion down on paper and wound up in a maze. 

The affairs of the Van Sweringens, of recent and 
current revelation, have made efficient heads ache. 
For instance, when Senator Wheeler was conduct- 
ing the Missouri Pacific inquiry, he encountered ne- 
gotiations that puzzled him sorely. He finally 
threw up his hands in despair when he discovered 
that the Van Sweringens had effected an arrange- 
ment by which they were to regain control of their 
two-billion-dollar railroad empire for $8000. Mr. 
Wheeler weakly confessed that this was miraculous 
finance beyond a Montana Senator’s comprehension. 

A third prodigy now commands attention. The 
name is familiar to St. Louis. The city again meets 
Harley L. Clarke, that Chicago absentee landlord 
who took over our Laclede Gas after Charlie Munroe 
had done so handsomely by himself. 

Clarke has come into unhappy times. The law is 
trying to make him pay $5,000,000 which complain- 
ants say is the loss suffered by the Utilities Power 
& Light Corporation while Clarke was its president. 

A Post-Dispatch reporter has been tracing the foot- 
prints Harley Clarke has left upon the financial 
sands of time. Nothing could tempt us to belittle the 
classic performances of Sam Insull or the Van Swer- 
ingen brothers, but in his own separate star, of some- 
what lesser magnitude, to be sure, Harley Clarke 
has won his place among the jugglers, magicians 
and wonder workers of holding-company wizardry. 

Our reporter ventuses the hope that an explana- 
tion of the amazing series of transactions may be 
found “in the stratosphere of high finance.” Per- 
haps. But only a super-Piccard will reach it. 
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A THREE-WAY ANTI-RED PACT. 

When Germany and Japan signed their anti-Com- 
munism pact a year ago, it was clear that the treaty 
was not directed so much against the Soviets’ polit- 
ical philosophy as against the Soviets’ territory, 
since rich slices of it are coveted by both the con- 
tracting nations. Now that Italy has joined the alli- 
ance, in a solemn ceremony at Rome, the political 
and diplomatic considerations become even clearer. 

If any nation may be said to have rooted out 
Communist propaganda and propagandists, it is Italy. 
Surely Mussolini does not need the help of two other 
countries, one of them some 7000 miles away, in 
the purely domestic matter of keeping the Reds’ 
missionaries out. It is good diplomacy, however, to 
make a gesture of solidarity with his -two allies, to 
show that he backs their ambitions against Russia 
and will expect support of his own projects in the 
Mediterranean. 

The U. 8S. S&S. R., with its vast and undeveloped 
reaches, wants no other nation’s territory. And 
under Stalin’s rule, crusading abroad has been sup- 
planted by an effort to make converts through a 
demonstration of Communist success in one country. 

Virginio Gayda, Il Duce’s journalistic mouthpiece, 
has already taken inventory and reached an estimate 
that 2,000,000 tons of warships and 200,000,000 men 
are available to the high contracting parties. The 
new tripartite alliance is another step in the choosing 
up of sides for the next war, if and when. 
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Secretary Wallace is right when he says the young- 
er generation is not reading “Das Kapital” and “Origin 
of Species” and “The Wealth of Nations.” No, sir; 
our serious-minded youth are wasting no time on 
such frivolous trash.

Pharmaceutical Tragedy 


Deaths of 70 persons from poisonous “elixir” are “appalling for evidence of ignorance . 
or greed” on part of some individuals, trade journal says; denounces unscientific 
experiments with deadly drugs; urges industry not to jeopardize its existence by 
upholding “erring brethren”; predicts catastrophe will bring about stronger laws.

EYOND its deplorable destruction of hu- 

man lives (70 by latest report), the pres- 

entation of a poisonous mixture of sul- 
fanilamide as a medicine for serious afflic- 
tions is appalling for its evidence of ignor- 
ance or greed on the part of some who seek 
to be entrusted with ministration to the 
needs of the sick. 

Sulfanilamide hag given promise of great 
and desirable therapeutic value. Experimen- 
tation had proved its worth in certain fields 
and under certain conditions. Disregard of 
the known conditions by ignorant ingenuity, 
in a desire to present something new, may 
result in a serious setback for the scientific 
findings. 

Analysis and experimentation will be re 
quired to demonstrate why the sulfanilamide 
“elixir” caused death. Some tests already 
reported put the blame of fatal toxicity on 
the diethylene glycol that was used as, at 
least, a part of the vehicle in this “elixir.” 
There is a possibility that the toxic agent 
.was a reaction product of this component 
and the sulfanilamide. 


Why a pharmaceutical manufacturer 


. would use an industrial solvent of unknown 


pharmacologic activity in the making of a 
medicine for internal use is beyond compre- 
hension. But unauthorized, ignorant in- 
timations and more ignorant inferences have 
had similar deplorable consequences before. 

Experimentation is as desirable in phar- 
macy as it is in medicine. Improved or more 
acceptable dosage forms of valuable drugs 
are helpful to the medical profession. It is 
an important function of pharmacal manu- 
facturing to provide these. But experimen- 
tation with drugs in every connection should 
be scientific. Empirical trial and error is 
dangerous, especially when concerned with 
potent drugs of complex chemical composi- 


tion and inestimable potential chemical re- - 


activity. 

Physicians rely on pharmaceutical manu- 
facturers to relieve them of their problems 
of incompatibilities. But there can be no 
excuse in ignorance or in greed for the use 
in a medicinal preparation of an ingredient 
that is in itself directly dangerous to health. 
Ignorance does not excuse carelessness. 

Pharmacology is an essential part of phar- 
macal manufacturing. It is required in a 
measure that falls short of no detail of the 
finished product. Out of the horror of the 


killing of these persons by a poisonous 
“elixir” arises again the question: What is 
to be done, what can be done, about this? 

It is a question to which the drug indus- 
try, in pure self-defense, must apply every 
possible honest effort to find a fully satis- 
factory solution. Juridical awards of dam- 
ages for the losses of life will not satisfy 
the needs for protection of the public. 

Memory still holds the tragedy of “ginger 
jake.” The damages done by dinitrophenol 
as a “fat reducer” are still fresher in mind. 
Be it ignorance or carelessness or greed, the 
cause of these recurring reasons for public 
condemnation of the drug industry, and all 
the factors that contribute thereto, must be 
wiped out. 

The industry cannot afford to jeopardize 
its reputation, its very existence, through 
misplaced consideration for weaker sisters 
and erring brethren. 

The only legal weapon available for an 
assault on the “elixir” crime is the provision 
against the misbranding of a drug; and this 
weapon is of doubtful effectiveness, because 
its application depends wholly on what lim- 
its on the definition of an elixir would be 
accepted by the courts. An effort is made 
in pending Federal drug legislation to reach 
closer to such offenses, but it is difficult 
to reach them with simple statutory lan- 
guage and easy to make a desirable prohibi- 
tion spread too widely or depend too much 
on official whims. 

It is inevitable that the “poison elixir” 
calamity will arouse public sentiment for 
speedy and closely tightening revision of the 
Food and Drugs Act. There will be no great 
difficulty in calling up a pending bill in the 
special session of Congress. It cannot be 
denied that revision of the law has been too 
long deferred. It must be realized that the 
delay had to be attended with the possibil- 
ity of increasing demand for still more 
rigorous prohibitions, 

It is to be expected that the public de- 
mand for protection will not be satisfied 
with making it possible to catch a poison- 
ously adulterated drug in commerce, or with 
classifying the undisclosed presence of a 
dangerous ingredient as misbranding. The 
cry will be for formula disclosure and for 
factory inspection. ‘The drug industry must 
expect attacks more severe than any it has 
known.

Meanwhile, nothing approach- 
ing even a united front is being 
opposed to this united Fascist ag- 
grandizement. At the Brussels con- 
ference, England, France and the 
United States are discussing: a pos- 
sible settlement of the Japanese- 
Chinese war without any regard for 
the greatest of all Asiatic Powers: 
Russia—the only country which 
could perhapsgbe counted on really 
to take steps in China; the only 
country which has an army esti- 
mated at 400,000 in the Far East, 
equipped with munitions factories, 
barracks, air force, and materially 
independent of Moscow. 

It is tragic that the world is so 
in the dark as to what the condi- 
tion of Russia really is. We do 
know, unless the recent purge is 
to be completely discounted, that 
Fascist propaganda and penetra- 
tion went a long way in Russia it- 
self. We do not know whether to 
believe Mr. Duranty, who says that 
the purge has strengthened Stalin, 
or whether to believe other re- 
porters who announce a consider- 
able disintegration, nor do we 
know whether such disintegration 
as exists has affected the army. 

Russia out of the picture certain- 
ly vastly strengthens the Fascist 
bloc. That is what the Fascist 
nations have been trying to achieve. 
The France-Soviet pact is the only 
protection for the small nations of 
Eastern Europe against a possible 
German aggression. France is a 
long, long way from Czechoslovakia 
or Poland, or any of the nations of 
the Little Entente. 

For people who are genuinely 
anxious fdr peace all over’ the 
world, it is ridiculous to say that 
you can isolate 190,000,000 people! 
What the Germans, with the aid of 
their allies, are doing, is what they 
accused others in the pre-1914 era 
of doing to them—they are com- 
pletely encircling Russia.

HE Shady Oak Cinema, which

two highly meritorious foreign 
films—“Nine Days a Queen” and 
“Ia Kermesse Heroique” — that 
might not have been shown here 
otherwise, added its brightest gem 
last night with the opening of

Detailing in dramatic form the

Indeed, the 
screen play of Joseph Kessel, the 
direction of Anatole Litvak and the 
performances of Boyer and Miss 
Darrieux raise the wonder if Holly- 
wood has ever done better, has ever 
created a love story of such over~ 
whelming beauty. 

Certain technica] features of the 
film itself greatly support its ef- 
fectiveness.

DR. HELLER SURVEYS 
STATE OF CULTURE 


For Many, College Has No Ef- 
fect on Tastes, He Tells 
Junior League. 


In the course of a lecture before 
the Junior League yesterday Dr. 
Otto Heller, retired dean of Wash- 
ington University’s graduate school, 
surveyed the state of present-day 
culture and found it lamentably 
low. 

Discussing organized _ religion, 
science, politics and education, he 
found that each one of these activi- 
ties was falling far short of what 
its ideal state should be and that 
they all were failing to do their 
part in bettering society. 

The main portion of Dr. Heller’s 
lecture was on the New Humanism, 
an intellectual movement of a dec- 
ade ago, fostered by the late Irving 
Babbitt of Harvard University and 
the late Paul Elmer More of 
Princeton University, which has al- 
ready run its course. It was in the 
introduction to the origins of this 
movement that Dr. Heller made 
his strictures on contemporary cul- 
ture. 

Of organized religion, he said: 
“Some of us find that its power to 
motivate private conduct is visibly 
waning, while as a factor of insti- 
gation and restraint in all collec- 
tive attitudes, it has singularly 
ceased to function. For no large 
human aggregate endeavor is Chris- 
tianity a source of creative living. 

“The contributions of organized 
religion to the promotion of human 
welfare are great, but its disregard 
of business, politics and all public 
affairs proves the staggering dis- 
crepancy between Christ’s teaching 
and the practice of Christianity. In 
spiritual issues the theological out- 
look upon man and the universe is 
so flatly contradicted by the reve- 
lations of science that the tutored 
mind can expect little comfort from 
ecclesiastical guidance.” 

r. Heller then inveighed against 
the adequacies of science” and 
the “growing disrespect for the 
law,” which, he said, along with 
organized religion’s loss of influ- 
ence, were responsible for our pres- 
ent low state of culture. As to pol- 
tics, he said there were few excep- 

ons to disprove the rule “that suc- 
cess in the game of politics goes to 
the most skillful shuffler of the 
cards.” 

The remedy that is customarily 
prescribed to improve these low 
states, Dr. Heller said, is educa- 
tion; but here, too, he found ample 
room for criticism. “While educa- 
tion has been invaluable in the fight 
on illiteracy,” he said, “it has done 
very little to kindle cultural aspira- 
tions.” 

“In larger numbers than ever be- 
fore,” he added, “do young Amer- 
icans pass through schools and col- 
leges whose studies have had no 
effect on their cultural tastes, their 
manners, or even their pleasures.” 

Dr. Heller hoped that the deduc- 
tions from his premises “are not 
cogent, and that the premises are 
wrong,” but added that this was 
not the case. 

Turning to the various political 
philosophies now in vogue, he said 
that Communism and Fascism “at 
least have the saving quality of 
faith” and that d@mocracy “has 
this disadvantage, that it cannot 
be established by fiat and brutally 
enforced.” 

Dr. Heller then remarked that 
he thought the most urgent need 
at the present time was “for a new 
human brotherhood through a wide 
religious awakening.” He said that 
in this sense he meant religion as 
“simply a devotion to the highest.” 


EFFECT OF MARRIAGE LAW 


Increase in Illinois Pairs Getting 
Licenses at Clayton. 

Since Illinois passed the Saltiel 
law requiring health examinations 
of applicants,for marriage licenses, 
the number of pairs from that State 
obtaining licenses at Clayton has 
increased from eight for the period 
‘between July 1 and Nov. 1, 1936, 
to 49 for the corresponding period 
this year, Gerald J. Donworth, Re- 
corder of Deeds of St. Louis County, 
announced today. 

Where only one of the applicants 
was from Illinois, comparing the 
same periods, the number increased 
from 17 for 1936 to 33 for 1937, 
Donworth reported. The [Mlionis 
law became effective last July 1.

dollars. This gold price has gone 
so far above the Treasury’s fixed 
price of $35 an ounce that it be- 
comes profitable for Europeans to 
buy gold here at $35 and sell it in 
London.

~Gold Imports from Japan. 

The Treasury is following its 
practice of selling gold for export 
only to the foreign central banks 
and stabilization funds, but the re- 
sult is in effect the same as selling 
it freely for export, as the foregin 
organizations trade freely in for- 
eign exchange and are alert for 
profits. / 

The San Francisco Chamber of 
Commerce reported yesterday that 
$10,000,000 worth of gold bars has 
been landed there from Japan in 
the last two days. The Japanese 
Consul in San Francisco said the 
shipments were not unusual, 

For four years gold has poured 
into this country from other 
nations, building the American 
store to $12,800,000,000—more than 
half the gold in the world. 

Gold moves across international 
borders whenever there is a sudden 
shift of funds which cannot be 
met by ordinary international bank- 
ing transfers, based on the flow 
of goods in the world’s day-to-day 
business. Gold, as the international 
medium of exchange, is in effect 
the world’s means of balancing ac- 
counts, 

How much effect rumors in spec- 
ulative circles in Wall Street and 
in London may have had on the 
withdrawal of funds, experts here 
say is a matter of conjecture, but 
they have no doubt it has had 
some. 

They particularly decry rumors 
of possible monetary tinkering 
such as an increase in the price 
of gold. It is asserted in author- 
itative circles that a change in 
the gold price is not under consid- 
eration by Treasury or Reserve 
Board experts, fos they feel it 
would only defeat the efforts under 
way to revive the capital markets.

In addition, the feeling appeared 
to be growing in Wall street that 
the much-disputed capital gains and 
undistributed earnings tax laws 
would be revamped sufficiently to 
loosen the huge store of idle invest- 
ment funds, .

STRIKE AT WOOD RIVER 


Agent Says He Authorized It, 
but Workers Decided on 
Sit-Down.

Testimohy by William J. Stuhr, 
international representative of the 
operating engineers’ union, that a 
strike at the Wood River refinery 
of the Shell Petroleum Corporation 
last May had his full approval was 
in the record at the resumption 
today of the National Labor Rela- 
tions Board’s hearing on charges 
that the company discharged em- 
ployes for union activity. 

Stuhr, the third witness for the 
board at the hearing, which began 
last week, testified that, while ap- 
proving the strike, he gave no spe- 
cific order for a “stay-in,” which, 
he said, was decided on by the 
workers. The strike began May 3 
and ended 11 days later. 

Testimony previously given by 
Joseph R. Kelahan, business agent 
of the union, that the company vio- 
lated an agreement with the union, 
was corroborated by Stuhr, who de- 
clared that the union felt it was 
not required to abide by the agree- 
ment after the company posted a 
time *schedule for the department. 

Although at the close of nego- 
tiations April 23, it was fully un- 
derstood that the question of hours 
was to be taken up between union 
and company representatives, the 
company uncxpectedly posted a re- 
vised schedule calling for three 
shifts, the witness said. The com- 
pany contends that the new sched- 
ule had become necessary because 
of increased business. 

Most of the cross-examination of 
Kelahan by the corporation’s coun- 
sel dealt with the question of Kela- 
han’s status as a representative of 
the union. One of the Labor 
Board’s charges is that the com- 
pany refused to recognize Kelahan 
in bargaining, as an agent of the 
union’s own choosing. 

Kelahan testified he worked for 
the company as a utility engineer 


. until August, 1934, when, by an 


agreement between the company 
and the 14 American Federation 
of Labor locals represented at the 
plant, he obtained a leave of ab- 
sence and was employed as full- 
time union representative. The 
leave was necessary, it developed, 
because the agreement provided 
that the firm was to deal only with 
employes. 

At the time the leave expired, 
two years later, the operating en- 
gineers’ union had withdrawn from 
participation in the agreement and 
Kelahan did not renew his leave, 
he testified. Last January the en- 
gineers again agreed to negotiate 
along with the other unions and 


Kelahan continued to act as busi- | 


ness agent. But after the May 
strike, when the company dis- 
charged three employes for their 
“illegal acts” in connection with 
the strike, the company refused to 
recognize Kelahan on the ground 
he was no longer an employe. 

The board contends that under 
the Wagner Act the union is en- 
titled to representation by any per- 
son of its own choosing, whether 
an employe or not. The company 
takes the position that, under the 
law, such representation is required 
only in negotiations for a contract, 
and not in settlement of grievances.

HE charm of the rumba lies in 
the smooth, subtle swaying of 
the hips which accompanies 
each transfer of weight. Cuban in 
origin, rumba rhythm is hightly dis- 
tinctive and characteristic. It is 
easily led and easy to follow. 
Count as y- would for the fox- 
trot—two counts to a measure. For 
quick steps, or changes of weight 
between accented beats, use AND. 
If you’re dancing to an orchestra, 
you'll hear the seed-filled Cuban 
gourds beating out the lively rumba 
rhythm for you. 

Begin by standing on right foot 
with knee slightly flexed, so as, to 
have weight on ball of this foot. 


- |The hips are carried to right side. 


Two tablespoons butter, melted. 
Mix the ingredients and pour into 


g@ buttered shallow baking dish. 


Bake 2 minutes in a moderate 
oven. Serve in the dish in which 
baked. 


Candlewick Spreads. 

Wash the candlewick spreads on 
@ sunny, windy day. Wash in sudsy 
water, rinse well and hang full 
length out of doors to dry. When 
the spread is almost dry shake it 
vigorously while on the line, to 
fluff up the wicks. No ironing is 
necessary. Spread over the bed 
when dry and brush lightly with a 
clean whisk broom to smooth out 
the surface without disturbing the 
tufts. 


Your left foot should be resting 
lightly on the floor alongside right. 
See lower left diagram: Count 
1, take short quick step to side with 
left foot. Lower left heel and shift 
weight to that foot. At same time 
let your hips sway to left side. 
Count AND, quickly close right 
foot to left. Immediately shift 
weight back to right foot, press heel 
of that foot down slightly, and sway 
hips to right. 

Count 2, take short quick step 
forward with left foot, lower that 
heel, and sway to left. Pause, with 
one foot slightly ahead of the other. 
Be sure to lower heel before al- 
lowing hips to sway to side, and 
don’t move body from the hips up. 
In step above your feet have 
made a right angle. Continue the 
pattern: Count 1, step quickly to 
side with right. Count AND, close 
left foot to fight. Count 2, step 
forward (or back) with right foot. 
Pause. 

Rumba steps are short, remem- 
ber! Which means that the basic 
step won’t carry you far over the 
floor. So add the open step, shown 
in upper left diagram, to take you 
forward or back. 

Count 1, step forward with left 
foot. Count AND, step forward 
with left. Pause. Practise this a 
few times and then try it back- 
wards.

as the basic step. Three steps to 
two beats followed by a pause with 
a sidewise movement of the hips 
after each step. The open step is 
taken in a straight line either for- 
ward or backward. 


Think of the rumba as being al- 
ways three short quick steps to one 
measure of music. That will help 
you to learn it easily. And relax! 
Your hips most of all, but knees 
and ankles too. The rumba calls 
for suppleness. 

Do you recognize the figures in 
diagram on right? First comes 
basic step, then open step, and at 
top, basic step again. Pin diagram 
on the wall, and get some one to 
call these steps out for you: 

Count 1, step directly to side with 


left foot. Count AND, close with 
right. Count 2, step forward with 
left. Pause. 

Count 1, step forward, right. 
Count AND, step forward, left. 
Count 2, step forward, right. Pause. 

Count 1, step forward, left. Count 
AND, step forward, right. Count 2, 
step forward, left. Pause. 

Count 1, step to side with right 
foot. Count AND, close with left. 
Count 2, step forward, right. 

Tips for rumba dancers: Press 
heel down and bend knee slightly 
before swaying sidewise. Throw- 
ing hips from side to side isn’t 
dancing the rumba—sway with sub- 
tlety.

Also, East might have 
imagined that the opponé@nts would 
have a good diamond suit to run 
off, which would embarrass him 
for discards. Speaking of optimism, 
South also did some pretty aggres- 
sive bidding. 

West opened the heart 10. East 
cashed the ace and king, and re- 
turned the deuce. Declarer won, 
dummy discarding a club, and ran 
four diamond tricks. East immedi- 
ately was in difficulty, as he had 
to find three discards. Correctly 
reading declarer for the ace-10 of 
clubs, East saw that he could not 
shorten his own club suit too much, 
otherwise dummy’s remaining four- 
card club suit would be established. 
East, therefore, let go two spades 
and one club. Now, withthe play 
in dummy, declarer led the five of 
clubs. East split his honors. De- 
clarer won with the ace, then led 
a low spade, and finessed against 
the queen. East won with the ace 
and hastily exited with his remain- 
ing spade. Declarer then led a 
low club toward his own 10 spot, 
and East made a fatal error. To 
prevent deciarer’s 10 from winning, 
as East realized it would, he went 
up with the queen. It was an ex- 
pensive trick, since he then had to 
return a club from the 94 into 
dummy’s 10-ace. 

Had East graciously permitted 
the club 10 to win declarer would 
have had to present West with the 
last two tricks, namely, the high 
spade and a long heart. 

It sometimes is very profitable to 
give up a sure trick.

But your dog can scratch 
only with his hindlegs—the fore- 
paws are no good for the purpose— 
and thus he can reach only a lim- 
ited part of his body. He tries to 
reach with his teeth the unscratch- 
able sections, thus often tearing out 
his hair and starting a sore. 

No, there really is nothing humor- 
ous about his efforts to ease the 
itch which pesters him—uniless the 
sight of unrelievable discomfort is 
humorous. Moreover, he is not al- 
ways scratching a flea, any more 
than you are scratching a flea when 
you have hives. A dog’s tender 
skin is subject to many forms of 
non-flea irritation, ranging from 
heat-rash to mange. 

You cannot afford to neglect any 
of these types of skin-trouble. Most 
of them may be negligible, but 
some of them are not. Part his 
coat and examine the skin beneath, 
every week or so. If you find a 
soreness there, take him at once

Child Merits 


Explanation of 
Home Lessons 


They Should be Brief and 
Carefully Planned by the 
Teacher.

éé AVE you any homework, 
Hoimmy” And you, Harry?’ 
“Yes. I have a lot.” 

“Well, well, get at it. Don’t sit 
around until bedtime and then be- 
gin fussing about it. How many 
times must I tel] you to begin your 
homework at 7:30: Here it is 8 
o’clock and you have to be in bed 
at 9.” 

“Well, I can’t do it. I don’t un- 
derstand it.” 

“Why didn’t you ask the teacher 
about it?” . 

“I did, but she told me to put 
down my hand. She never wants 
to help me.” 

“Well, well, get to work.” 

“You'll have to help me.” 

“Me, too, Mother. I have a map 
to make, and I can’t make maps.” 

“Bring me your work. I'll see 
what I can do. I do wish—” 

The two boys, 9 and 11, brought 
their books and sat down by the 
table looking anything except alert 
and interested. Nobody would have 
suspected that they had a job to 
do. Nor did they attempt to do 
any. At each question raised both 
would whimper and whine. 
don’t know.” “I don’t understand 
it.” “She didn’t explain it.” “You'll 
have to help me.” 

At 9:30 Mother sent both boys 
to bed and promised to have their 
homework ready for them in the 
morning. Threatening to go to 
school and see why they ‘couldn't 
get help and instruction enough to 
let them do their lessons.

This is not an exaggerated story, 
nor an uncommon one. It ought 
not to be true, but it is. The 
remedy lies in the teacher’s hands. 
First, no home lesson should be 
given until the pupils knows thor- 
oughly all the principles and proc- 
esses involved. This type of 


home lesson should be for prac- 

tice only, not for the getting of 

new knowledge. 
= 
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EXT, the lesson should be care- 
fully planned on one point, for 
the first six years of school, and 
a few related points, clearly set 
forth, for the high school fresh- 
men and juniors. The lesson should 
be brief. There is no sense in long 
lessons. Cover the point—and done 
with it. Next, evéry lesson as 
signed must be personally reviewed 
and marked by the teacher who 
gave it, and the mark recorded. 

This last is truly imperative. 
When monitors correct papers the 
teacher does not know what state 
the class is in on this point, and 
she must have personal knowledge 
of the progress of the gndividual 
pupil. When children correct pa- 
pers mistakes are made, sometimes 
favoritism creeps in. It makes 
work for the teacher, and she has 
already enough of that. True. But 
if the teacher assigns a home les- 
son with a purpose and if it has 
been planned and pointed accord- 
ingly, she will give fewer lessons of 
better quality and the pupils will 
benefit greatly by them. 

And what is very important to 
the education of the children and 
the health of the homelife, mother 
will not have to sit up doing 
homework.

E YOURSELF and you'll be 
f happy. People are unhappy be- 

cause they are unnatural and 
compare themselves with others, 
whose standards they accept as a 
rule for living, instead of using the 
measuring rod of their own abilities 
and inclinations, Then they don’t 
understand why they are hypersen- 
sitive, fee] inferior, suffer depres- 
sion, think the whole world is pick- 
ing on them, lack self-confidence or 
can’t get along with people. They 
simply aren’t natural, aren’t them- 
selves. 

What they should do is to haul 
out all their pet fears and obses- 
sions, give them a good going over 
to see just what they are and why 
they are, and then by admitting 
that they are, with no good reason 
for being, toss them into the mental 
wastebasket. That is the self-help 
prescription David Seabury, New 
York psychologist and lecturer, of- 
fers in his book “Help Yourself to 
Happiness,” published by Whittle- 
sey House. Honesty about one’s 
neuroses, and then a “back to na- 
ture” way of thinking is his simple 
system of mental hygiene. . 

He doesn’t mean by being natural 
to follow the “obey that impulse” 
idea, or to throw off all inhibitions 
and do what you want to do, re- 
gardless of other people. Such a 
procedure would, he admits, get you 
out of your neurosis, but would be 
likely to lead to real, rather than 
imaginary, troubles with your fel- 
low men, and you would be worse 
off than before. What he means is 
a return to simple, natura] values, 
a willingness “to be what you are 
and do what you can with the forces 
of body and mind that life gave 
you.” 

“After all,” he says, “any neuro- 
sis is broken by honesty. If we are 
willing to be our simple selves, 
frankly and fully, accepting our lot 
and interested in personal progress, 
no functional] disturbance can re- 
main.” 

The honesty comes in also, or 
chiefly, in the willingness to air 
one’s psychic state, and accept the 
full realization of its existence. It 
takes quite a bit of effort, for the 
assumption of an impersonal atti- 
tude requires practice, and neurotic 
people especially are inclined to 
avoid exposure of failings, but ulti- 
mate happiness is the reward prom- 
ised by Seabury. The reward comes 
because when you are honest about 
an aberration you get so familiar 
with it, you can’t bear to have it 
around any longer. And, likely as 
not, you see it in its full folly, and 
it ceases to be serious.

HERE is, for instance, the rath- 
Te: commoh feeling of inferiority. 

It makes people super-sensitive, 
self-cgnscious, futile, sometimes too 
retiring, but other times too ag- 
gressive and rather unpleasant. But 
when the feeling ig examined and 
found to be due primarily to a de- 
sire to surpass everyone else, to a 
sort of perfection complex, one is 
pretty sure to realize that after all, 
like Popeye, “I yam what I yam,” 
and go ahead doing one’s own best, 
instead of worrying about how well 
the other fellow doeg things. 

It is the standard of valueg that 
need changing in inferiority, Sea- 
bury says, by a return of allegiance 
to realities in one’s motives, rather 
than to externals and superficiali- 
ties. He suggests, as essentials in 
the cure of inferiority, a retrospec- 
tive analysis to learn how the aber- 
ration started. Since the cause is 
likely to be delusional] comparisons, 
the next step is to get over the ef- 
fect of the comparison, and then to 
replace the early impressions with 
new constructive views, This can 
be done by finding an outlet, per-

haps through specialization in some 
personal ability, so that it compen- 
sates for deficiencies in other ways. 


“Think of body and mind as in- 
struments and learn how to oper- 
ate them skillfully,” Seabury ad- 
vises. “Try to keep from pride in 
their achievements and shame when 
they fail....A healthy mind is one 
that throws itself into events with 
a lust for experience.” 


The feeling of superiority, Sea- 
bury has found, is one of the com- 
reonest aberrations, although it is 
not so often recognized. It ap- 
pears in set opinions, critical atti- 
tudes, self-indulgence, unreason- 
ableness, and willfulness. Since 
“pose and pretense are primary in 
its structure,” its cure is not dis- 
similar to that for the feeling of 
inferiority. It depends chiefly on 
how truly a person can face the 
truth about himself, discard arro- 
gance in acceptance of the truth 
that he deserves no credit for his 
nature and acknowledge that ego- 
centric purposes distorted reason. 


“After all,” the author says ,“per- 
sonal pride is against Nature, for 
it inclines the individual to demand 
his own way. Science teaches us 
that self-will always leads to mis- 
ery. There is no freedom save in 
obedience, no peace until one yields 
to natural law. Because of this 
the meek do inherit the earth. Hu- 
mitity conquers always.” | 


Emotionalism does its share 
toward making people unhappy, 
and its chief field of operations 
is in the home.

of everyone concerned. To get 
over such effects, Seabury says, it 
is well to remember that clinical 
analysis shows that “ninety-nine 
and forty-four hundredths per cent 
of the time, when people’s feelings 
have been hurt, it has been because 
of poor attention and cursory enu- 
meration of the facts in the situa- 
tion. . . . The motives of men are 
not, most of the time, deliberately 
evil. When you are convinced of 
this you will look below the surface 
of unfortunate action and foolish 
mistakes to the puzzled, infantile 
and impulsive hearts of men, no 
longer blaming them.” 

Sometimes an oversensitive na- 
ture becomes subject to a persecu- 
tion complex, which could also be 
alleviated by the foregoing method. 
For the sense of being persecuted 
is largely a'dramatization and ex- 


aggeration of the attitude of oth- 
ers, and it helps just to consider 
how harmless most criticism is 
when we see it without any evil 
intentions, Seabury says. One way 
to perceive the lack of malice is to 
recall the past and visualize how 
many times you yourself have done 
things you did not mean, not think- 
ing of the effect on others. 

Seabury also takes into consider- 
ation the possibility that the com- 
plex is based on actual, even 
though unintentional, persecution, 
because a person is of superior 
sensibilities and arouses uncon- 
scious antagonism in others. In 
such a case he advocates seeking 
peace “in the erection of a creative 
philosophy.” 

Melancholy and depression Sea- 
bury diagnoses as a warning symp- 
tom of social illness, rather a mat-

é6 REAK the home setting, 
Bite marriage, ‘the job, what- 
ever constrictions keep you 
in misery,” he enjoins those with 
a tendency to morbid revery as 
compared to action. “Get out.” 
Adaptation is, however, advis- 
able where the neurosis is one of 
conflict in personality. Conflict, he 
says, is essentially a struggie be- 
tween thought and feeling, and aft- 
er using the formula of honestly 
analysing yourself, and then try to 
organize the conflicting sides of 
one’s nature so they work together 
toward a common end. “Only by 
finding an adaptation point among 
the extreme desires,” he com- 
ments, “and seeing that from this 
normal average you can achieve 
greater fulfillments is satisfaction 
possible. Such an adjustment is 
not a compromise in essential val- 
ues. It is recognition that you 
must give up the _ all-sides-of-a- 
question habit which always ends 
in a stalemate. For health’ comes 
when we seek a normal ‘average.” 
Many such personality conflicts 
are an outgrowth of the home at- 
mosphere, and emotional disturb- 
ances originating there are carried 
out into the world. In fact, so 
many neuroses are the result of 
family environment that Seabury 
announces anyone who was com- 
pletely honest about the worst 
cause of neurotics would answer 
“relatives.” That is among. the 
reasons he is so urgent about 
looking into backgrounds for dis- 
covering causes. And finding the 
cause, helps remove the effect. 
“Whatever our manifest belief as 
to the effect of the home upon us, 
there is always a latent content 
more extreme in its emotional re- 
action than the average individual 
is likely to suppose. Love is more 
ardent, hate more virulent, the fix- 
ation more complete than any but 
those who have spent years in an- 
alyzing people would believe. At 
the same time, it is remarkable 
how completely these complexes 
break up when they are admitted 
and one’s later behavior traced to 
them.” 


EAR in its various forms, such 

as tension, self-distrust, sense of 

insecurity and worry, usually 
has a strong foundation in the 
home, according to Seabury. It is 
a widespread cause of unhappiness 
because it gives rise to other trou- 
bles. Marital difficulties, failure in 
work and friendships are traceable 
to fear. To cure it analysis again 
comes into use, for thereby the 
true, rather than the imagined 
causes, are clearly seen and can 
be evaluated for soundness. Sea- 
bury believes that almost all will 
be found, thus weighed, to be a 
poor basis for fear. Another way 
of combating fear that he _ sug- 
gests is deliberately to get into the 
kind of situations that disturb you, 
with reasoned intention of over- 
coming them. 

Happiness lies in a return to tan- 
gible normal values, seems the sub- 
stance of Seabury’s advice, for, he 
asserts, “an actual acceptance of 
life and an awareness of its order, 
its mystery, should and would, if 
deeply felt, help to cure any form 
of phobia.”

Fold the 
caviar and horseradish into the 
mayonnaise. 

OYSTER CROQUETTES 

Simmer one and aa half pints of 
oysters in their liquor with celery 
leaves and a small bay leaf until 
lips begin to curl, then drain and 
reserve the liquor. Chop the oys- 
ters very fine, place in a sauce pan 
‘with one cup of rich cream and 
the same amount of the strained 
liquor. Thicken with a roux made 
of four tablespoons of flour and 
two of butter, stir until mixture 
thickens and boils, then add the 
yolks of three eggs and stir over a 
low fire for a minute without let- 
ting it boil, Add one tablespoon of 
chopped parsley, salt and pepper. 
Mix well and spread out on a shal- 
Jow platter to cool. Form into cro- 
quettes, dip in beaten egg then roll 


in fine bread crumbs. Let stand

a few minutes then fry to a nice 
brown in deep hot fat. 


CURRY SAUCE 

One and one-half tablespoons of 
butter, two tablespoons of flour, 
one-third: teaspoon of salt, three- 
fourths teaspoon of curry powder 
and one and one-half cups of milk. 

Melt the butter, add flour, salt 
and curry powder. When well blend- 
ed, pour on the milk gradually and 
let cook until smooth while stirring 
constantly. 


POTATOES AU GRATIN 

Cook 10 medium-sized potatoes 
in their jackets. Cool, peel and 
dice. Toss with two tablespoons of 
flour mixed with three-fourths tea- 
spoon of salt. Place a lump of 
butter the size of an egg in a bak- 
ing pan and when melted add the 
potatoes. Sprinkle with one-half 
cup of grated cheese and pour on 
one cup of top milk. Bake slowly 
from 30 to 40 minutes. 


GREEN PEAS AND MUSHROOMS 

Saute one-half pound of sliced 
mushrooms in butter. Add one can 
of peas or one pint of hulled and 
cooked fresh peas. Season with 
salt and pepper and mask with two 
or three tablespoons of hot cream. 

COFFEE MACAROON BISQUE 

One and one-half tablespoons of 
gelatin, one-third cup of cold water, 
two cups of strong coffee, one-half 
cup sugar, pinch of salt, one and 
one-half cups of whipping cream 
and one cup of macaroon crumbs. 

Soften the gelatin in the cold 
water. Dissolve in the hot coffee 
with the sugar and little salt and 
mix well. Cool until beginning to 
congeal, then fold in the cream

Dear Mrs. Post: 

N the basis that a woman is 
() suposed to speak first to a 

man, my wife insists that a 
neighbor was justified in “passing 
us by” one evening late this sum- 
mer. I’ve still not forgotten the 
incident and meant: to write you 
before for an opinion. These are 
the particulars: We were sitting 
on the front porch with several 
women friends of my wife when 
the man next door came home, They 
live on the other side of this double 
house and our porches are separat- 
ed only by a railing. So there was 
no mistaking our presence on the 
porch, nor our being able to see 
him standing there unlocking his 
door.
